Schuyler Colfax having received a majority of all the votes given, was de- 
clared by the Clerk duly elected Speaker of the House of Representatives for 
the fortieth Congress. 

The Speaker elect having been conducted to the chair by Mr. Marshall and 
Kr. Pomeroy, after a brief address to the House, the oath prescribed by the 
Constitution of the United States and the act of July 2, 1862, was adminis- 
tered to him by Mr. Dawes, one of the representatives elect from the State of 
HaBsachnsetts ; 

And thereupon. 

The Speaker elect entered upon the duties of his office. 

A similar oath to that administered to himself was then administered by the 
Speaker to the members who had answered to their names. 

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Forney, their Secretary : 

Mr. Speaker : I am directed to inform the House of Representatives that a 
qnomm of the Senate has assembled, and that the Senate is ready to proceed 
to business. 
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The Senate have adopted a resolution, providing for the appointment of a 
committee of two members, to join such committee as maj be appointed bv the 
Honse, to wait on the President of the United States and inform him that a 
quoram of the two houses has assembled and are ready to receive any conminni- 
<^tion8 he may be pleased to make.

Congress shall be the rules of the House of Representatives until dtherwise 
ordered. 

Resolved, further. That a committee of five, to consist of the Speaker and 
four members to be named by him, be appointed, to whom shall be referred tlie 
rules of the House, who shall be authorized to report at any time such amend- 
ments on the revision of the same that they may think proper. 

Mr. Banks moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved that 
the motion to reconsider be laid on the table ; which latter motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Schenck, the rules having been suspended for that purpooe, submitted- 
the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That the rules be, and are, amended so that it shall be in order for 
the remainder of this week to suspend the rules of this house by a vote of two- 
thirds.

Mr. Schenck presented the memorial of Columbus Delano, of Ohio, contestant 
for a seat in the House from the thirteenth district, held by Hon. George W. 
Morgan ; which was referred to the Committee of Elections. 

The Speaker, by unanimous consent, laid before the House the following 
message of the President of the United States transmitted before, but not re- 
ceived until after, the expiration of the thirty-ninth Congress, viz : 

To the House of Representatives : 

The act entitled " An act making appropriations for the support of the army 
for the year ending June 30, 1868, and for other purposes," contains provisions 
to which I must call attention. Those provisions are contained in the second 
section, which, in certain cases, virtually deprives the President of his consti- 
tutional functions as commander-in-chief of the army, and in the sixth section, 
which denies to ten States of this Union their constitutional right to protect 
themselves in any emergency by means of their own militia. Those provisions 
are out of place in an appropriation act. I am compelled to defeat these neces- 
sary appropriations if 1 withhold my signature to the act. Pressed by these 
considerations I feel constrained to return the bill with my signature, but to ac- 
company it with my protest against the sections which I have indicated.

Resolved, That the profoundest sympathies of the American people are en- 
listed in behalf of the people of Ireland in their efforts to establisn a republican 
government in Ireland upon the basis of universal suffrage and a total separa- 
tion of church and state. 

Resolved, That the Committee on Foreign Affairs are hereby instructed to 
report to this house what legislation, if any, is necessary to enable the Execu- 
tive of the United States to accord to the people of Ireland belligerent rights, 
and generally to enable the Executive to follow in every particular the prece- 
dents established by Great Britain during the late rebellion.

By Mr. Beamau : The petition of citizens of Michigan, praying that soldiers 
who have lost a leg in the military service may be furnished with an artificial one at 
the expense of the government ; which was referred to the Committee of Claims. 

Also, the petition of John McKinty, praying for an act to authorize the issue 
of an American register to the schooner China and bark Southampton ; which 
was referred to the Committee on Commerce.

Ordered, That the Clerk request the concurrence of the Senate in the said 
joint resolution.

The House having proceeded to the reconsideration of the bill of the House 
(H. R. 33) supplementary to an act entitled "An act to provide for the more 
efficient government of the rebel States," passed March 2, 18G7, and to facilitate 
restoration, just returned by the President with his objections, and the said 
objections having been read as follows, viz : 

To the House of Representatives : 

I have considered the bill entitled "An act supplementary to an act entitled 
* An act to provide for the more efficient government of the rebel States,' passed 
March 2, 1867, and to facilitate restoration," and now return it to the House 
of Representatives with my objections. 

This bill provides for elections in the ten States brought under the operation 
of the original act to which it is supplementary. Its details are principally 
directed to the elections for the formation of the State constitutions ; but by the 
•sixth section of the bill "all elections" in these States, occurring while the 
original act remains in force, are brought within its purview. Referring to these 
details, it will be found that, first of all, there is to be a registration of the 
voters. No one whose name has not been admitted on the list ie to be allowed 
to vote at any of these elections. To ascertain who is entitled to registration, 
reference is made necessary, by the express language of the supplement, to the 
original act and to the pending bill. The fifth section of the original act pro- 
vides as to voters that they shall be "male citizens of the State, twenty-one 
years old and upward, of whatever race, color, or previous condition, who have 
been residents of said State for one year." This is the general qualification, 
followed, however, by many exceptions. No one can be registered, according 
to the original act, " who may be disfranchised for participation in the rebel- 
lion" — a provision which left undetermined the question as to what amounted 
to disfranchisement, and whether, without a judicial sentence, the act itself pro- 
duced that effect. This supplemental bill superadds an oath, to be taken by 
every person before his name can be admitted upon the registration» that he 
has "not been disfranchised for participation in any rebellion or civil war against 
the United States." It thus imposes upon every person the necessity and re- 
sponsibility of deciding for himselfi under the peril of punishment by a military 
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commission if he makes a mistake, what works disfranchisement by participation 
in rebellion, and what amounts to such participation. Almost every man — the 
negro as well as the white — above twenty-one years of age, who was resident 
in these ten States during the rebellion, voluntarily or involuntarily, at some 
time and in some way, did participate in resistance to the lawful authority of the 
general government. The question with the citizen to whom this oath is to be 
proposed must be a fearful one ; for while the bill does not declare that perjury 
may be assigned for such false swearing, nor fix any penalty for the offence, we 
must not forget that martial law prevails ; that every person is answerable to a 
military commission, without previous presentment by a grand jury, for any 
charge that may be made against him ; and that the supreme authority of the 
military commander determines the question as to what is an offence, and what 
is to be the measure of punishment. 

The fourth section of the bill provides ** that the commanding general of each 
district shall appoint as many boards of registratiqn as may be necessary, con- 
sisting of three loyal ofEcers or persons." The. only qualification stated for 
these officers is that they must be '* loyal." They may be persons in the military 
service or civilians, residents of the State or strangers. Yet these persons are 
to exercise most important duties, and are vested with unlimited discretion. 
They are to decide what names shall be placed upon the register, and from their 
decision there is to be no appeal. They are to superintend the elections, and to 
decide all questions which may arise. They are to have the custody of the 
ballots* and. to make return of the persons elected. Whatever frauds or errors 
they may commit must pass without redress. All that is left for the command- 
ing general is, to receive the returns of the elections, open the same, and ascer- 
tain who are chosen "according to the returns of the officers who conducted said 
elections." By such means, and with this sort of agency, are the conventions 
of delegates to be constituted. 

As the delegates are to speak for the people, common justice would seem to 
require that they should have authority from the people themselves. No con- 
vention so constituted will in any sense represent the wishes of the inhabitants 
of these States, for, under the all-embracing exceptions of these laws, by a con- 
struction which the uncertainty of the clause as to disfranchisement leaves open 
to the board of officers, the great body of the people may be excluded from the 
polls and from all opportunity of expressing their own wishes, or voting for 
delegates who will faithfully reflect their sentiments. 

I do not deem it necessary further to investigate the details of this bill. No 
consideration could induce me to give my approval to such an election law for 
any purpose, and especially for the great purpose of framing the constitution of 
a State. If ever the American citizen should be left to the free exercise of his 
own judgment, it Is when he is engaged in the work of forming the fundamental 
law under which he is to live. That work is his work, and it oanuot properly 
be taken out of his hands. All this legislation proceeds upon the contXBry 
assumption that the people of each of these States shall have no constitution, 
except such as may be arbitrarily dictated by Congress, and formed under the 
restraint of military rule. A plain statement of facts makes this evident. 

In all these States there are existing constitutions, framed in the accustomed 
way by the people. Congress, however, declares that these constitutions are 
not " loyal and republican," and requires the people to form them anew. What, 
then, in the opinion of Congress, is necessary to make the constitution of a 
State "loyal and republican?" The original act answers the question: It is 
universal negro suffrage — a question which the federal Constitution leaves ex- 
clusively to the States themselves. All this legislative machinery of martial 
law, military coercion, and political disfranchisement is avowedly for that pur- 
pose and none other. The existing constitutions of the ten States conform to 
the acknowledged standards of loyalty and republicanism. Indeed, if there are 
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degrees in republican forms of government, tlieir cousititutions are more repub 
lican now, than when these States — four of which were members of the original 
thirteen — first became members of the Union. 

Congress does not now demand that a single provision of their constitutions 
be changed, except such as confine suffrage to the white population. It is ap- 
parent, therefore, that these provisions do not conform to the standard of repub- 
licanism which Congress seeks to establish. That there may be no mistake, it 
is only necessary that reference should be made to the original act, which de- 
clares " such constitution shall provide that the elective franchise shall be en- 
joyed by all such persons as have the qualifications herein stated for electors of 
delegates." What class of persons is here meant clearly appears in the same 
section, that is to say: "the male citizens of said State, twenty-one years old 
and upward, of whatever race, color, or previous condition, who have been 
resident in said State for one year previous to the day of such election." 

Without these provisions no constitution which can be framed in any one of 
the ten States will be of any avail with Congress. This, then, is the test of 
what the constitution of a State of this Union must contain to make it repub- 
lican. Measured by such a standard, how few of the States now composing 
the Union have republican constitutions ! If, in the exercise of the constitu- 
tional guarantee that Congress shall secure to every State a republican form of 
government, universal suffrage for blacks as well as whites is a sine qua non^ 
the work of reconstruction may as well begin in Ohio as in Virginia, in Penn- 
sylvania as in North Carolina. 

When I contemplate the millions of our fellow-citizens of the South with no 
alternative left but to impose upon themselves this fearful and untried experi- 
ment of complete negro enfranchisement, and white disfranchisement, it may be, 
almost as complete, or submit indefinitely to the rigor of martial law, without a 
single attribute of freemen, deprived of all the sacred guarantees of our federal 
Constitution, and threatened with even worse wrongs, if any worse are possible, 
it seems to me their condition is the most deplorable to which any people can 
be reduced. It is true that they have been engaged in rebellion, and that, tbeir 
object being a separation of the States and a dissolution of the Union, there was 
an obligation resting upon every loyal citizen to treat them as enemies, and to 
wage war agahist their caiise. 

Inflexibly opposed to any movement imperillin<c the integrity of the govern- 
ment, I did not hesitate to urge the adoption of all measures necessary for tbe 
suppression of the insurrection. After a long and temble struggle the efforts of 
the government were triumphantly successful, and the people of the South, sub- 
mitting to the stem arbitrament, yielded forever the issues of the contest. Hos- 
tilities terminated soon after it became my duty to assume the responsibilities of 
the chief executive oflicer of the republic, and I at once endeavoied to repress 
and control the passions which our civil strife had engendered, and, no longer 
regarding these erring millions as enemies, again acknowledged them as our 
friends and our countrymen. The war had accomplished its objects. The 
nation was saved, and that seminal principle of mischief, which from the birth 
of the government had gradually but inevitably brought on the rebellion, was 
totally eradicated. Then, it seemed to me, was the auspicious time to commence 
the work of reconciliation ; then, when these people sought once more our friend- 
ship and protection, I considered it our duty generously to meet them in the 
spirit of charity and forgiveness, and to conquer them even more effectually by 
the magnanimity of the nation than by the force of its arms. I yet believe tbat 
if the policy of reconciliation then inaugurated, and which contemplated an early 
restoration of these people to all their political righti", had received the support 
of Congress, every one of these ten States, and all their people, would at this 
moment be fast anchored in the Union, and the great work, which gave the war 
nil its sanction and made it just and holy, would have been accomplished. 
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Then, over all the vast and fruitful regions of the south, peace and its blessings 
would have prevailed ; while now millions are deprived of rights guaranteed by 
the Constitution to every citizen, and after nearly two years of legislation find 
themselves placed under an absolute military despotism. ''A military republic, 
a govcrument founded on mock elections, and supported only by the sword," 
was nearly a quarter of a century since pronounced by Daniel Webster, when 
speaking of the South American States, as "a movement indeed, but a retro- 
grade and disastrous movement, from the regular and old-fashioned monarchical 
systems ;" and he added : 

"If men would enjoy the blessings of republican government, they must gov- 
ern themselves by reason, by mutual counsel and consultation, by a sense and 
feeling of general interest, and by the acquiescence of the minority in the will 
of the majority, properly expressed ; and, above all, the military must be kept, 
according to the language of our bill of rights, in strict subordination to the civil 
authority. Wherever this lesson is not both learned and practiced, there can 
be no political freedom. Absurd, preposterous is it, a scoff and a satire on free 
forms of constitutional liberty, for frames of government to be prescribed by 
military leaders, and the right of suffrage to be exercised at the point of the 
sword." 

I confidently believe that a time will come when these States will again oc- 
cupy their true positions in the Union. The barriers which now seem so ob- 
stinate must yield to the force of an enlightened and just public opinion, and, 
sooner or later, unconstitutional and oppressive legislation will be effaced from 
our statute-books. When this shall have been consummated, I pray God that 
the errors of the past may be forgotten, and that once more we shall be a happy, 
united, and prosperous people, and that at last, after the bitter and eventful ex- 
perience through which the nation has passed, we shall all come to know that 
our only safety is in the preservation of our federal Constitution, and in accord- 
ing to every American citizen and to every State the rights which that Consti- 
tution secures.

A message from the Senate, by Mr. Forney, their Secretary : 

Mr. Speaker: The Senate having proceeded, in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion, to reconsider the bill (H. R. 33) supplementary to an act entitled ''An act 
to provide for the more efficient government of the rebel States," passed March 
2, 1867, and to facilitate restoration, returned to the House by the President 
of the United States with his objections, and sent by the House to the Senate 
with the message of the President returning the bill : Resolved, That the bill 
do pass, two-thirds of the Senate agreeing to pass the same.

On the suggestion of the Speaker, by unanimous consent, it was ordered 
that all matters relating to pensions to soldiers of the war of 1812 shall be referred 
to the Committee on Revolutionary Pensions, instead of the Committee on In- 
valid Pensions, as heretofore.

language : " But the only victim of the gentleman's prowess that I know of was 
an innocent woman, hung upon the scaffold — one Mrs. Surratt. And I can sus- 
tain the memory of Fort Fisher if he [Mr. Bingham] and his associates can 
sustain him in shedding the blood of a woman tried by a military commission 
and convicted without sufficient evidence, in my judgment;" and whereas the 
trial of said assassins was essentially national in its character, and the public 
honor requires that this grave and deliberate impeachment of the integrity of 
its proceedings shall be investigated and the truth declared : Therefore, 

Be it resolved^ That a select committee of three be appointed by the Speaker 
to examine thoroughly into said charges, and to report thereon, and that they 
have authority to send for all persons and papers which may be required in con- 
ducting said investigation ; 

Which motion was disagreed to, two-thirds not voting in favor thereof.

of War, who has power to establish rules to govern the Ordnance department 
in testing and purchasing guns, as well as to conduct such experiments as are rec- 
ommended to him by the committee, and pay the expense of the same out of 
appropriations for ordnance ; to detail officers and enlisted men to conduct ex- 
periments, as well as to do all things necessary to aid the committee in deter- 
mining all the questions referred to them.

Mr. Lafiin, from the committee appointed to wait on the President, reported 
that the committee had discharged that duty, and that the President had in- 
formed them that he had no further communication to make to Congress.

Mr. Speaker : The Senate have adopted a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a committee to join such committee as may be appointed on the

that a quorum of the two houses has assembled, and that Congress is ready to 
receive any communication he may be pleased to make ; and have appointed 
Mr. Anthony and Mr. Buckalew the committee on the part of the Senate. 

On motion of Mr. Farns worth, by unanimous consent, the said resolution of 
the Senate was concurred in. 

Ordered^ That Mr. Famsworth, Mr. Spalding, and Mr. Wood be the said 
committee on the part of the House. 

Ordered^ That the Clerk acouaint the Senate therewith. 

It having been proposed to aaminister the oath to the members elect from the 
State of Kentucky wno were present, 

Mr. Schenck submitted a resolution, which he subsequently modified to read 
as follows, viz : 

Resolved^ That John D. Young, claiming to be one of the members elect to 
this house from the State of Kentucky, be not permitted to be sworn in as such 
member, but that the credentials of said John D. Young, together with the 
protest of Samuel McKee and other citizens of said State, accompanying the 
affidavits, be referred to the Committee of Elections ; and that the said commit- 
tee be instructed to investigate and report on the charges and facts of the case, 
and whether said Young is entitled as a loyal citizen to a seat in this house ; 
and that the committee have power to take testimony, and for that purpose to 
send for persons and papers. 

And whereas it is cnarged by a member of this house that J. Proctor Knott, 
who claims a seat as member from the fourth district of Kentucky, was disloyal 
to the government of the United States during the rebellion : Therefore, 

Be it Jurther resolved. That the credentials of Mr. Knott be also referred to 
the Committee of Elections, with instructions to inquire into such disloyalty, 
with power to send for persons and papers. 

And reidlved further. That Lawrence S. Trimble and John Young Brown, 
claiming to be members elect of this house from the State of Kentucky, be not per- 
mitted to be sworn in as such members, but that the credentials of said Lawrence 
8. Trimble and John Young Brown, together with the protests of G. G. Symes 
and Samuel E. Smith, and of other citizens of said State, and the accompanying 
affidavits, be referred to the Committee of Elections, and that the said commit- 
teee be instructed to investigate and report on the charges and facts of the case, 
and whether said Trimble and Brown are entitled as loyal citizens to seats in 
this house ; and that the committee have power to take testimony, and for that 
purpose to send for persons and papers. 

Pending which. 

After debate, 

Mr. Logan submitted an amendment in the nature of a substitute therefor, 
which he subsequently modified to read as follows, viz : 

Whereas it is alleged that in the election recently held in the State of Ken- 
tacky for representatives to the 40th Congress, the legal and loyal votera in the 
several districts in said State have been overawed and prevented from a true 
expression of their will and choice at the polls by those who have sympathized 
with or actually participated in the late rebellion, and that such elections were 
carried by the votes of such disloyal and returned rebels ; and whereas it is 
alleged that several of the representatives elect from that State are disloyal : 
Therefore be it 

Resolved, That the credentials of L. S.- Trimble, John Young Brown, J. 
Proctor Knott, A. P. Grover, Thomas L. Jones, James B. Beck, and John D. 
Young, members elect from the State of Kentucky, shall be referred to the Com- 
mittee of Elections for report at as early a day as practicable. Pending the 
report of said committee none of said members elect shall be allowed to take 
the oath of office and admitted to seats as such. 
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Pending which, 

After debate, 

Mr. Schenck moved the previous question ; which was seconded and the main 
question ordered, and under the operation thereof the said amendment, in the 
nature of a substitute, was agreed to. 

Under the further operation of the previous question the resolution as 
amended was also agreed to. 

Mr. Schenck moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the tabe ; which latter motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Schenck presented the memorial of citizens of th^ fourth congressional dis* 
trict of Connecticut, chargin>j^ William H. Barnum, claiming to be a representative 
elect to the 40lh Congress from that district, with having procured his election 
by bribery, and protesting against his being permitted to hold his seat, with 
accompanying affidavits and proofs ; which were referred to the Committee of 
Elections, with power to send for persons and papers. 

The Speaker laid before the House papers in the contested election cases of 
Columbus Delano vs. George W. Morgan ; William F. Switzler w, Greorge W. 
Anderson ; James H. Birch vs, Robert T. Van Horn ; S. E. Smith vs. John Y. 
Brown, and Samuel McKee vs. John D. Young ; which were referred to the 
Committee of Elections. 

On motion of Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, 

Orderf4t That when the House adjounis, it adjourn until Friday next. 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens, the rules having been suspended for that purpose, 
submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, and, under the 
operation of the previous question, agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That a committee of nine be appointed to inquire what further 
legislation, if any, is required respecting the acts of March 2, 1867, or other 
legislation on reconstruction, and to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Stevens moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table ; which latter motion was 
agreed to. 

3ir. Eliot, the rules having been suspended for that purpose, submitted the 
following resolution ; which was read, considered, and, under the operation of 
the previous question, agreed to, viz : 

Resolred, That a bill perfecting and strengthening the military reconstmction 
act, so-called, or otherwise providing for the establishment of civil government 
within the southern States, be reported and acted on as soon as practicable ; 
that no proposition for other general legislation be entertained during this 
session of Congress ; and that all matters calling for such legislation be laid on 
the. table or referred without debate. 

Mr. Judd, by unanimous consent, submitted the following resolution ; which 
was read, and, by unanimous consent, considered and agreed to, viz :

Mr. Paine moved that the rules be suspended so as to enable him to introduce, 
and the House to consider, a joint resolution tendering the thanks of Congress 
to Major General Philip H. Sheridan.

the government of her people over the self-styled emperor Maximilian, of the 
so-called royal house of Hapsburg. 

5. Resolved, That in the opinion of this house the attempt recently made to 
establish an empire in Mexico on the ruins of a republic would not have been 
made had not the United States at that time been engaged in a civil war of 
great magnitude ; and that said attempt was part of a gigantic effort to over- 
throw and destroy the republic of the United States, in which the slave power 
of America and its natural ally, the aristocracy of Europe, labored with pre- 
concerted and uniftd interest ; and that the fall of Maximilian and the annihila- 
tion of that usurped authority were necessary to the success of republican prin- 
ciples and government in Mexico and elsewhere, and are eminently right and 
proper. 

6. Resolved, That the people of the United States cannot look with unconcern 
upon an attempt to control the destinies of Mexico by a power or powers in 
antagonism with republican government ; 

which moticm was disagreed to, two-thirds not voting in favor thereof. 

Mr. Spalding, by unanimous consent, introduced a bill (H. *R. 110) supple-

Be it resolved, That a special committee of five members of the House be 
appointed to make such investigation, and to record the facts thereby obtained, 
and report the same to the House at any time, with such recommendations as 
may seem proper. 

Be it further resolved. That such committee, for the purposes of this investi- 
gation, shall have power to send for persons and papers, to appoint a clerk and 
stenographer, and to sit during any recess of the House ; and tnat the expenses 
of the investigation be paid from the contingent fund of the House. 
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Be it Jkrther resolved^ That as the crime to be investigated is of the most 
heinous, and in this conntrj unprecedented character, and is believed to have 
included in its plan and perpetration many persons holding high positions of 
power and authority, because of the civil war, who^rere acting through inferior 
persons as their tools and instruments ; and as such persons may be prevented 
firom giving evidence because of liability to punishment for participation in such 
conspiracy, therefore, in order to open all sources of evidence, the committee be 
empowered to report an act of grace and amnesty according to parliamentary 
usage to any person having cognizance of such conspiracy not already put on 
trial and legally convicted by a court of competent jurisaiction of complicity 
therein, who shall give material and truthful evidence tending to bring to light 
the facts of said conspiracy ; and that in the judgment of the House no person 
in whose favor such report shall be made ought to be brought to trial, or anv 
evidence given by him to the committee used against such person on any trial.

Mr. Schenck made the point of order that the said amendment was out of 
order because it proposes to deprive less than a quorum of its constitutional 
privilege to adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers. 

The Speaker overruled the said point of order on the following grounds, viz : 

1. The adoption of the resolution, under which the two houses are now reas- 
sembled, which is precisely similar in its terms, sanctioned the principle of this 
amendment and established a precedent for it. 

2. The exercise of the power claimed for less than a quorum, being, under the 
Constitution, restricted to " such manner" and "such penalties," as each house 
may provide, therefore, less than a quorum could not set aside the manner of 
proceeding provided for by a quorum. 

3. The recognition of such an absolute power would enable less than a quorum, 
at almost any session after a time of final adjournment has been fixed, and wbeu 
no quorum is present, to continue the session against the declared wishes of a 
quorum of the two houses.

Resolvedt That the Select Committee on Southern Railroads be instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of reporting a bill declaring forfeited to the 
United States all lands granted by Congress in the year 1856 to the States 
of Mississippi, Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, and Arkansas, to aid ya. the con- 
struction of railroads, which grants have now expired by limitation. 

Pending which, 

Mr. Julian moved the previous question ; which was seconded and the main 
question ordered, and under the operation thereof the said resolution was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Julian moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table ; which latter motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Butler moved that the rules be suspended, so as to enable him to submit 
the following preamble and resolution, viz : 

Whereas by the several acts of Congress, called the reconstruction acts, the 
State government existing in Louisiana since the cessation of hostilities has 
been declared to be illegal and void, which declaration prevents said State or 
any official thereof from selling any State bond, obligation, or evidence of debt 
because of the doubt thrown on their x^Hdity ; and whereas by the overflow of 
the Mississippi river, at times of high water, the most valuable and fertile lands, 
heretofore protected by levees, are washed and drowned and rendered wholly 
useless ; and whereas it is necessary, in the coming season of low water that 
the levees along the banks of the Mississippi river, and the bayous leading 
therefrom, should be strengthened, repaired, and enlarged, so as to prevent the 
recuiTence of the overflow in the high water of the coming spring : Therefore, 

Be it resolved, That the Committee on Reconstruction, as one of the meas- 
ures rendered necessary by the action of Congress on reconstruction, be directed 
to report forthwith a bill to the House which shall embody in substance the 
'following provisions, namely : 

1st. That the commanding general of the fifth military district be hereby 
authorized to issue on the credit of the State of Louisiana coupon bonds, or 
registered bonds, to an amount not exceeding four million dollars, payable twenty 
years from date and bearing interest at the rate of seven and three-tenths per 
cent, per annum, payable semi-annually ; and that the bonds thereby author- 
ized shall be of such denomination, not less than one hundred dollars each, as 
may be determined on by the commanding general. And the commanding 
general may cause such bonds to be disposed of at any time at the market value 
thereof, but at not less than seventy-five per cent, of the par value for the lawful 
money of the United States. 

2d. That the said bonds and the proceeds thereof shall be applied, under the 
direction of the State government authorized by said commanding general, to 
the repairs, enlargement, and construction of levees to protect the lands in 
said State from overflow, or for opening such bayous and outlets as may be 
necessary for the same purpose, and for no other purpose or use whatever; and 
the application or diversion of the proceeds of said bonds from the purpose and 
use contemplated by said act by any person whatever shall be a misdemeanor, 
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punishable by a fine not exceeding the amonnt so diverted, and bj imprison- 
ment not less than one year nor more than five years, at t) e discretion of the 
circuit court of the United States, which shall have jurisdiction to try such 
offences. 

3d. For the payment of these bonds a perpetual lien shall be declared upon 
all the lands benefited or protected by such repairs, construction, and enlarge- 
ment of such levee, or by the draining thereof by the opening of such bayous 
and outlets. And such lands shall be divided into three separate classes, accord- 
ing to the degree of benefit derived by them from such expenditure, and a pro- 
portionate tax shall be levied thereon sufficient to pay the semi-annui4 interest 
on said bonds, and to fonn a sinking fund adequate to pay the same at the end 
of said twenty years ; and the several amounts payable to said sinking fund as 
they accrue shall be invested in United States registered securities only, which 
shaJl be sold and disposed of by the State authorities for the purpose only of 
pacing safd bonds ; and when said sinking fund shall amount to enough to can- 
cel said bonds and to pay the interest thereon, such taxation and levy shall 
cease. 

4th. And as this act is for the benefit of the people of said State, and to 
relieve them from the disasters of flood and overflow, it shall be made a condi- 
tion of the restoration of said State to its political rights in the Union, and of 
the acceptance of its frame of government by the Congress of the United 
States, that the constitution thereof as accepted by the people shall contain apt 
and competent provisions for the assumption of the obligation of said bonds by 
the State, and fur the taxation and payment of the interest and principal thereof 
at the times and in the manner provided by said act, which conaition shall 
be embodied in the resohitiou' or act of Congress accepting such constitution, 
and providing for the restoration of the State of Louisiana to her political rights 
and privileges as a State under the provisions of the several reconstruction acts 
and the acts supplementary thereto. 

5th. The proceeds of said bonds shall be paid into the treasury of the State 
of Louisiana, and so much thereof as may not be expended held there under the 
direction of the commanding general, for the purpose above specified, until such 
State is restored to its political rights ; and the work of construction, enlarge- 
ment, and repairs of such levees shall be done and carried on under the direc- 
tion of such commanding general until said State is so restored, in such manner 
and by such commissioners as he may deem expedient, and after such restora- 
tion, by a board of three commissioners, to be chosen by concurrent vote of 
both houses of the legislature of such State, which board shall be provided for 
in the constitution thereof. 

Which motion was disagreed to, two-thirds not voting in favor thereof.

After debate, 

Mr. Thaddeus Stevens moved the previous question ; which was seconded 
and the main question ordereii, and under the operation thereof all of the 
amendments reported from the Committee on Reconstruction and the amend- 
ments submitted by Mr. Famsworth, Mr. Bchenck, and Mr. Wil:a»on were sev- 
erallj agreed to, and the amendment submitted by Mr. Thomas Williams 
was disagreed to. 

The question then recurring on the amendment of the Senate as amended. 

The sane was read, as follows, viz : 

Strike out all after the enacting clause and insert in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 

That it is hereby declared to have been the true intent and meaning of the 
act of the 2d day of Marchf 1867, entitled **An art to provide for (he more 
efficient government ^f the rebel States^** and the act suppleincntary thereto^ 
passed the 23d of March, 1867, that t/ie governments then existing in the rebel 
States of Virginia, North - Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi^ 
Alabamot Louisiana, Florida, Texas, and Arkansas were illegal ; and that 
thereafter said governments, if continued, were to be continued svhject in all 
respects to the military commanders of the respective districts, and to the 
authority of Congress, 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted. That the commander of any district 
named in said act shall have power, whenever in the opinion of such commander 
the proper administration of said act shall require it, to suspend or remove from 
office, or from the performance of official duties and the exercise of official pow- 
ers, any officer or person holding or exercising, or professing to Jiold or exercise, 
any civil or military office or duty in such district under any power, election, 
appointment, or authority derived from, or granted by, or claimed under, any 
so-called State, or the government thereof, or any municipal or other division 
thereof, and upon such suspension or removal such commander shall have power 
to provide from time to time for the performance of the said duties of such offi- 
cer or person so suspended or removed by the detail of some competent officer or 
soldier of the army, or by the appointment if some other person, to per/orm tJie 
same, and to Jill vacancies occasioned by death or resignation ; and the district 
commander, whenever he shall deem it necessary, shall have poioer to suspend, set 
aside, or affirm any act or proceeding of any State government, or any municipal 
or other division thereof, or any act or thing done under or by virtue of its 
authority. 

Sbc. 3. And be it further enacted. That the General of the army of the 
United States shall be invested with all the powers of suspetision, removal, 
appointment, and detail granted in the preceding section to district commanders, 

Sbc. 4. And he it further enacted. That the acts of the officers of the aimy 
already done in removing in said districts persons exercising the functions of 
Civil officers, and appointing others m their stead, are hereby confirmed : Pro- 
f^d, TJiat any person hereUfore or hereafter apjwinted by any district com- 
mander to exercise the functions of any civil office, may be removed either by 
the military offi^cer in command of the district^ or by the General of the army, 
and it shall be the duty of such commander to remove from office, as aforesaid, 
all persons who are disloyal to the government of the United ^tatvs, or who use 
their official influence in any manner to hinder , delay ^ prevent, or obstrttct the due 
and proper administration of this act and the acts to which it is supplementary. 
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Sec. 5. And he it further enacted^ That the hoards of registration provided 
for in the act entitled **An act supplementary to an act entitled *An act to pro- 
vide for the more efficient government of the rebel States,' passed March 2, 1867, 
and to focilitate restoration,** passed March 23, 1867, shall have power and 
it shall he their duty to admit to registration only such persons as they may 
deem entitled to he registered hy the acts aforesaid, and the oath required hy 
said act shall not he conclusive on such question, and no person shaU he registered 
unless such hoard shall decide that he is entitled thereto ; and such hoard shall 
also have power to examine, under oath, (to he administered hy any memher of 
such hoard, J any one touching the qualification of any person claiming registra- 
tion. 

Skc. 6. And he it forther enacted. That the true intent and meaning of the 
oath prescribed in said supplementary act is, (among other things,) that no per- 
son who has heen a member of the legislature of any State, or who has held any 
executive or judicial office in any State, whether he has taken an oath to sup- 
port the Constitution of the United States or not, and whether he was holding 
such office at the time of the rebellion, or liad held it before, and who has after- 
wards engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or gieen 
aid or comfort to the enemies thereof, is entitled to he registered or to rote ; and 
the words " executive or judicial office in any State** in said oath mentioned 
shall he construed to include all civil offices created hy taw for the administra- 
tion of any general law of a State. 

Sec. 7. And be it further enacted. That the time for completing the original 
registration provided for in said act may, in the discretion of the commander 
of any district, he extended to the first day of October, eighteen hundred and 
sixty -seven ; and the hoards of registration shall have power, and it shall he 
their duty, commencing fourteen days prior to any election under said act, and 
upon reasonable public notice of the time and place thereof, to revise, for a 
period of five days, the registration lists, and upon being satisfied that any 
person not entitled thereto has heen registered, to strike the name of such person 
from the list, and such person shall not he allowed to vote. And such hoard 
shall also, during the same period, add to such registry the names of all person* 
who at that time possess the qualifications required by said act who hare not 
been, already registered; and no person shall, at any tiine,be entitled to be regis- 
tered or to vote hy reason of any executive pardon or amnesty for any act or 
thing which, without such pardon or amnesty, would disqualify him from regit- 
tration or voting. 

Sec. 8. And be it forther enacted. That section four of said last-named act 
shall he construed to authorize the commanding general named therein, whenever 
he shall deem it needful, to remove any memher of a hoard of registration and 
to appoint another in his stead', and to fill any vacancy in such hoard. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted. That all the provisions ofthi^ act and of 
'the acts to which this is supplementary shall he construed liberally, and to the 
end that all the intents thereof may be fully and perfectly carried out. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted. That no civil court of the United States, 
or of any State, shall have jurisdiction of any action or proceeding, civil or 
criminal, against any such district commander, or any officer or person acting 
hy his authority, for or on account of the discharge of the duties imposed upon 
him by this act or the acts to which it is supplementary. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted. That no district commander shall he re- 
lieved from the command assigned to him under the aforesaid acts, unless the 
Senate shall have first advised and consented thereto, or unless hy sentence tf 
court-martial he shall be cashiered or dismissed from the army, or in arrest for 
an offence punishable by dismissal from the army, or disqualified hy sickness for 
the performanre of his duties. 

Sec. 12. And be it further enacted, That any person or persons who shall 
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prevent or attempt t4} prevent or obstruct the execution of this act or either of the 
acts to which this act is supplemeiUary, shaU he guilty of a misdemeanor^ and 
on conviction thereof shall he fined in a sum not exceeding $5,000, or imprisoned 
one year, or both, at the discretion of the court : Provided, That this section 
shall not extend to or include any offence or offences of which the military authori- 
ties may have to take jurisdiction under the provisions of this act or the acts to 
which this is supplementary, 

Sbc 13. And be it further enacted. That all members of said boards of 
registration, and all persons holding office iH said military districts, under State 
or municipal authority, or by detail or appointment of the district commanders, 
shall be required to take and to subscribe the oath of office prescribed by law for 
the officers of the United States. 

Sec. 14. And be it further enacted, That no district commander or member 
of the hoard of registration, or any officers or appointees acting under them, shall 
be bound in their action by any opinion of any civil officer of the United States,

allowed to remain in the cellar of the White House, where it now lies Burrounded 
with the usual rubbish of such a place : Therefore, 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, That the President of the United 
States be respectfully requested to cause the same to be sent to this body, that 
it may be given a conspicuous place in the national Capitol. 

And be itjurtlier resolved^ That in case it cannot be found till after the dose 
of the present session the Commissioner of Public Buildings be directed to 
institute a search for the same, and in case it be successful that he cause the 
block to be placed in the old hall of the House of Representatives, to the end 
that this beautiful tribute to the memory of our late President may be preserved 
to the nation. 

Mr. Noell presented the notice to the sitting member of William F. Switzler 
contestiog the seat of George W. Anderson ; which was referred to the Com- 
mittee of Elections and ordered to be printed.

Mr. Henry D. Washburn, by unanimous consent, submitted the following 
resolution ; which was read, considered, and amed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the committee on " soldiers' bounty claims" be authorized to 
inquire generally into the cause of the delay in the payment of said bounties, 
with power to examine witnesses and send for persons and papers.

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Resolved^ That Congress desires tbe immediate leatonition, by a full and per- 
fect return to allegiance, of all tbe States lately in rebellion ; and that as soon 
as this is done, and true and undefiled Union men are retamed to Congress, that 
th6 States and sucb members will be admitted to full communion in the gov- 
ernment, and the benefits of legislation extended to all the States without dis- 
tinction.

To the House of Representatives of the United States : 

I return herewith the bill entitled " An act supplementary to -an act en- 
titled * An act to provide for the more efficient government of the rebel States/ 
passed on the 2d day of March, 1867, and the act supplementary thereto, pasped 
on the 23d day of March, 1867," and will state as briefly as possible some of the 
reasons which prevent me from giving it my approval. 
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This is one of a series of measures passed by Oongress during the last fonr 
months on the subject of reconstruction. The message retumine the act of the 
2d of March last states at length mj objections to the passage of that measure. 
They apply equally well to the bill now before me» ana I am content merely to 
refer to tnem and to reiterate my conviction that they are sound and unanswerable. 

There are some points peculiar to this bill, which I will proceed at once to 
consider. 

The first section purports to declare " the true intent and meaning," in some 
particulars, of the two prior acts upon this subject. 

It is declared that the intent of those acts was, first, that the existing gov- 
ernments in the ten "rebel States '* "were not legal State governments ;" and, 
second, " that thereafter said governments, if continued, were to be continued 
subject in all respects to the military commanders of the respective districts, 
and to the paramount authority of Congress." 

Congress may, by a declaratory act, fix upon a prior act a construction alto- 
gether at variance with its apparent meaning, and nrom the time, at least, when 
such a construction is fixed, the original act will be construed to mean exactly 
. what it is stated to mean by the declaratory statute. There will be, then, from 
the time this bill may become a law, no doubt, no question, as to the relation in 
which the "existing governments" in those States, called in the original act 
"the provisional governments," stand toward the military authority. As 
those relations stood before the declaratory act, these "governments," it is true, 
were made subject to absolute military authority in many important respects, 
bnt not in all, the language of the act being, " subject to the military authority 
of the United States, as hereinafter prescribed." By the sixth section of the 
original act these governments were made, "in all respects, subject to the para- 
mount authority of the United States." 

Now, by this declaratory act, it appears that Congress did not by the origi- 
nal act intend to limit the military authority to any particulars or subjects 
therein " prescribed," but meant to make it universal. Thus, over all of these 
ten States this military government is now declared to have unlimited authority. 
It is no longer confined to the preservation of the public peace, the administration 
of criminal law, the registration of voters, and the superintendence of elections, 
but "in all respects" is asserted to be paramount to the existing civil governments. 

It is impossible to conceive any state of society more intolerable than this ; 
and yet it is to this condition that twelve millions of American citizens are re- 
duced by the Congress of the United States. Over every foot of the immense 
territory occupied by these American citizens, the Constitution of the United 
States is theoretically in full operation. It binds all the people there and should 
protect them ; yet they are denied every one of its sacred guarantees. 

Of what avail will it be to any one of these southern people when seized by a file 
of soldiers to ask for the cause of arrest, or for the production of the warrant ? Of 
what avail to ask for the privilege of bail when in military custody, which 
knows no such thing as bail ? Of what avail to demand a trial by jury, process 
for witnesses, a copy of the indictment, the privilege of counsel, or that greater 
privilege, the writ of habeas corptis ? 

The veto of the original bill of the 2d of March was based on two distinct 
grounds, the interference of Congress in matters strictly appertaining to the re- 
served powers of the States, and the establishment of military tribunals for the trial 
of citizens in time of peace. The impartial reader of that message will under- 
stand that all that it contains with respect to military despotism and martial 
law has reference especially to the fearful power conferred on the district com- 
manders to displace the criminal courts and assume jurisdiction to try and to 
punish by military boards; that, potentially, the suspension of the habeas cor- 
P^ was martial law and military despotism. The act now before me not only 
declares that the intent was to confer such military authority, bnt also to confer 
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unlimited military authority over all the other courts of the State, and over all 
the officers of the State, legislative, executive, and judicial. Not content with 
the general *grant of power, Oongress, in the second section of this bill, specifi- 
cally gives to each military commander the power " to suspend or remove from 
office, or from the performance of official duties, and the exercise of official 
powers, any officer or person holding or exercising, or professing to hold or 
exercise, any civil or military office or duty in such district, under any power, 
election, appointment, or authority derived from, or granted by, or claimed 
under, any so-called State, or the government thereof, or any municipal or other 
division thereof." 

A power that hitherto all the departments of the federal government, acting 
in concert or separately, have not dared to exercise, is here attempted to be 
conferred on a subordinate military officer. To him, as a military officer of the 
federal government, is given the power, supported by '*a sufficient military force," 
to remove every civil officer of the State. What next ? The district commander, 
who has thus aisplaced the civil officer, is authorized to fill the vacancy by the 
detail of an officer or soldier of the army, or by the appointment of " some other 
person." 

This military appointee, whether an officer, a soldier, or *'some other person," 
is to perform " the duties of such officer or person so suspended or removed." In 
other words, an officer or soldier of the army is thus transformed into a civil 
officer. He may be made a governor, a legislator, or a judge. However unfit 
he may deem himself for such civil duties, he must obey the order. The officer 
of the army must, if "detailed,^' go upon the supreme bench of the State with 
the same promot obedience as if he were detailed to go upon a court-martial. 
The soldier, if detailed to act as a justice of the peace, must obey as quickly as 
if he were detailed for picket duty. 

What is the character of such a military civil officer ? This bill declares that 
he shall perform the duties of the civil office to which he is detailed. It is clear, 
however, that he does not lose his position in the military service. He is still 
an officer or soldier of the army ; he is still subject to the rules and regulations 
which govern it, and must yield due deference, respect, and obedience towards 
his superiors. 

The clear intent of this section is, that the officer or soldier detailed to fill a* 
civil office must execute its duties according to the laws of the State. If he is 
appointed a governor of a State he is to execute the duties as provided by the 
laws of that State, and for the time being his military character is to be sus- 
pended in his new civil capacity. If he is appointed a State treasurer he must 
at once assume the custody and disburaement of the funds of the State, and 
must perform those duties precisely according to the laws of the State, for he is 
intrusted with no other official duty or other official power. Holding the office 
of treasurer, and intrusted with funds, it happens that he is required by Uie 
State laws to enter into bond, with security, and to take an oath of office ; yet, 
from the beginning of the bill to the end, there is no provision for any bond or 
oath of office, or for any single qualification required under the State law, such 
as residence, citizenship, or anything else. The only oath is that provided for 
in the ninth section, by the terms of which every one detailed or appointed to any 
civil office in the State is required ** to take and to subscribe the oath of office pre- 
scribed by law for officers of the United States." Thus an officer of the army of the 
United States detailed to fill a civil office in one of these States gives no official 
bond and takes no official oath for the performance of his new duties, but, as a civil 
officer of the State, only takes the same oath which he had already taken as a 
military officer of the United States. He is, at last, a military officer performing 
civil duties, and the authority under which he acts is federal authority only; and 
the inevitable result is, that the federal government, by the agency of its ovn 
sworn officers, in effect assumes the civil government of th^ State. 
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A singular contradiction is apparent here. Congress declares these local 
State govemmeuta to be illegal governments, and then provides that these illegd 
governments shall be carried on by federal officers, who are to perform the 
very duties imposed on its own officers by this illegal State authority. It cer- 
tainly would be a novel spectacle if Congress should attempt to carry on a legal 
State government by the agency of its own officers. It is yet more strange that 
Congress attempts to sustain and carry on an iUegal State government ny the 
same federal agency. 

In this connection I must call attention to the 10th and 11th sections of the 
bill, which provide that none of the officers or appointees of these military 
commanders ^ shall be bound in his action by any opinion of any civil officer of 
the United States ; " and that all the provisions of the act "shall be construed 
liberally, to the end that all the intents thereof may be fiiUy and perfectly car- 
ried out." 

It seems Congress supposed that this bill might require construction, and 
they fix, therefore, the rule to be applied. But where is the construction to 
come from f Certainly no one can be more in want of instruction than a soldier 
or an officer of the army detailed for a civil service, perhaps the most important 
in a State, with the duties of which he is altogether unfamiliar. This bill savs 
he shall not be bound in his action by the opinion of any civil officer of tne 
United States. The duties of the office are altogether civil, but when he asks 
for an opinion he can only ask the opinion of another military officer, who, per- 
haps, understands as little of his duties as he does himself; and as to his " action," 
he is answerable to the military authority, and to the military authority alone. 
Strictly, no opinion of any civil officer other than a judge has a binding force. 

Bat these military appointees would not be bound even by a judicial opinion. 
They might very well say, even when their action is in conflict with the 
Supreme Court of the United Stittes, << That court is composed of civil officers 
of the United States, and we are not bound to conform our action to any opinion 
of any such authority." 

This bill and the acts to which it is supplementary are all founded upon the 
assumption that these ten communities are not States, and that their existing gov- 
ernments are not legal. Throughout the legislation upon this subject they are 
called <* rebel States," and in this particular bill they are denominated <' so-called 
States," and the vice of illegality is declared to pervade all of them. The ob- 
ligations of consistency bind a legislative body as well as the individuals who 
compose it. It is now too late to say that these ten political communities are 
not btates of this Union. Declarations to the contrary made in these three acts 
are contradicted again and again by repeated acts of legislation enacted by 
Congress from the year 1861 to the year 1867. 

Daring that period, while these States were in actual rebellion, and after 
that rebdlion was brought to a dose, they have been again and again recognized 
as States of the Union. Benresentation has been apportioned to them as 
States. They have been divided into judicial districts for the holding of dis- 
trict and circuit courts of the United States, as States of the Union only can be 
districted. The last act on this subject was passed July 23, 1866, by which 
every one of these ten States was arranged into districts and circuits. . 

They have been called upon by Congress to act through their legislatures 
Qpon at least two amendments to the Constitution of the United States. As 
States they have ratified one amendment, which requured the vote of twenty- 
^▼en States of the thirty-six then composing the Union. When the requisite 
twenty-seven votes were given in favor of that amendment — ^seven of which 
votes were given by seven of these ten States — ^it was proclaimed to be a part 
of the Constitution of the United States, and slavery was declared no longer to 
exist within the United States or any place subject to their jurisdiction. If these 
Beven States were not legal States of the Union, it follows as an inevitable con- 
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sequence that in some of the States slaverj yet exists. It does not exist in 
these seven States, for they have abolished it also in their State eonsti- 
tntions ; but Kentucky not having done so, it would still remain in that State. 
But, in truth, if this assumption that these States have no legal State govern- 
ments be true, then the abolition of slavery by these illegal governments binds 
no one, for Congress now denies to these States the power to abolish slavery by 
denying to them the power to elect a legal State legislature, or to frame a con- 
stitution for any purpose, even for such a purpose as the abolition of slavery. 

As to the other constitutional amendment having reference to suffrage, it hap- 
pens that these States have not accepted it. The consequence is, that it has never 
been pi-oclaimed or understood, even by Congress, to be a part of the Constitution 
of the United States. The Senate of the United States has repeatedly given 
its sanction to the appointment .of judges, district attorneys, and marshals for 
every one of these States ; yet, if Uiey are not legal States, not one of these 
judges is authorized to hold a court. So, too, both houses of Congress have 
passed appropriation bills to pay all these judges, attorneys, and officers of the 
United States for exercising their functions in these States. Again, in the 
machinery of the internal revenue laws, all these States are districted, not as 
" Territories," but as " States." 

So much for continuous legislative recognition. The instances cited, however, 
fall far short of all that might be enumerated. Executive recognition, as is well 
known, has been frequent and unwavering. The same may be said as to jadi- 
cial recognition through the Supreme Court of the United States. That august 
tribunal, from first to last, in the administration of its duties in banc and upon 
the circuit, has never failed to recognize these ten communities as legal States 
of the Union. The cases depending in that court, upon appeal and writ of 
error from these States, when tne rebellion began, have not been dismissed upon 
any idea of the cessation of jurisdiction. They were carefully continued from 
term to term until the rebellion was entirely subdued and peace re-established, 
and then they were called for argument and consideration as if no insurrection 
had intervened. New cases, occurring since the rebellion, have come from these 
States before that court by writ of error and appeal, and even by original suit, 
wher|only <'a State" can bring such a suit. These cases are entertained by 
that tribunal in the exercise of its acknowledged jurisdiction, which could not 
attach to them if they had come from anv political body other than a State of 
the Union. Finally, in the allotment of their circuits, made by the judges at 
the December term, 1865, every one of these States is put on the same footing 
of legality with all the other States of the Union. Virginia and North Carolina, 
being a part of the fourth circuit, are allotted to the Chief Justice. Sonth 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, and Florida constitute the fifth cixcuit, 
and are allotted to the late Mr. Justice Wayne. Louisiana, Arkansas, and 
Texas are allotted to the sixth judicial circuit, as to which there is a vacancy 
. on the bench. 

The Chief Justice, in the exercise of his circuit duties, has recently held a 
circuit court in the State of North Carolina. If North Carolina is not a State 
of this Union, the Chief Justice had no authority to hold a court there, and 
every oijder, judgment, and decree rendered by him in that court were corav^ 
nonjudice and void. 

Another ground on which these reconstruction acts are attempted to be sna- 
tained is this : that these ten States are conquered territory ; that the constitn- 
tional relation in which they stood as States towards the federal government 
prior to the rebellion has given place to a new relation ; that their territory is 
a conquered country, and their citizens a conquered people, and that in this 
new relation Congress can eovem them by military power. 

A title by conquest stands on clear ground. It is a new title acquired by 
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wan It applies only to territory; for goods or movaUe tbings, regularly 
captured ia war, are called "booty," or, if taken by individual soldiers, 
"plunder/' 

There is not a foot of tbe land in any one of these ten States which the 
United States holds by conquest, save only such land as did not belong to 
either of these States or to any individual Owner. I mean such lands as did 
belong to the pretended government called the Confederate States. These lands 
we may claim to hold by conquest. As to all other land or territory, whether 
belonging to the States or to individuals, the federal government has now no 
more title or right to it than it had before the rebellion. Our own forts, arsenals, 
navy yards, custom-houses, and other federal property situate in those States 
we now hold, not by the title of conquest, but by our old title, acquired by pur- 
chase or condemnation for public use, with compensation to former owners. We 
have not conquered these places, but have simply " repossessed " them. 

If we require more sites for forts, custom-houses, or other public use, we 
must acquire the title to them by purchase or appropriation in the regular mode. 
At this moment the United States, in the acquisition of sites for national ceme- 
teries in these States, acquires title in the same way. The federal courts sit 
in court-houses owned or leased by the United States, not in the court-houses 
of the States. The United States pays each of these States for the use of its 
jails. Finally, the United States levies its direct taxes and its internal revenue 
upon the property in these States, including the productions of the lands within 
4beir territorial limits, not by way of levy and contribution in the character of 
a conqueror, but in the regular way of taxation, under the same laws which 
apply to all the other States of the Union. 

From first to last, during the rebellion and since, the title of each of these 
States to the lands and public buildings owned by them has never been dis- 
turbed, and not a foot of it has ever been acquired by the United States, even 
nnder a title by confiscation, and not a foot of it has ever been taxed under 
federal law. 

In conclusion, I must respectfully ask the attention of Congress to the con- 
sideration of one more question arising under this bill. It vests in the military 
commander, subject only to the approval of the General of the army #f the 
United States, an unlimited power to remove from office any civil or military 
officer in each of these ten States, and the further power, subject to the same 
approval, to detail or appoint any military officer or soldier of the United States 
to perform the duties of the officer so removed, and to fill all vacancies occurring 
in those States by death, resignation, or otherwise. 

The military appointee thus required to perform the duties of a civil office 
according to the laws of the State, and, as such, required to take an oath, is, 
for the time being, a civil officer. What is his character ? Is he a civil officer 
of the State, or a civil officer of the United States 1 If he is a civil officer of 
the State, where is the federal power under our Constitution which authorizes 
bis appointment by any federal officer ? If, however, he is to be considered 
a civil officer of the United States, as his appointment and oath would seem to 
indicate, where is the authority for his appointment vested by the Constitution ? 
The power of appointment of all officers of the United States, civil or military, 
where not provided for in the Constitution, is vested in the President, by and ' 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, with this exception — that Congress 
"may by law vest the appointment of such inferior officers as they think proper 
in the President alone, in the courts of law, or in the heads of departments.*' 
But this bill, if these are to be considered inferior officers within the meaning of 
the Gonstitntion, does not provide for their appointment by the President alone, 
or by the courts of law, or by the heads of d!epartments ; but vests the appoint- 
ment in one subordinate executive officer, subject to the approval of another 
subordinate executive officer. So that, if we put this question and fix the 
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character of this military appointee either way, this provieion of the bill is 
equally opposed to the Constitation. 

Take the case of a soldier or officer appointed to perform the office of judge 
in one of these States, and, as such, to sulminister the proper laws of the State. 
Where is the authority to be found in the Constitution for vesting in a military 
or an executive officer strict judicial functions to be exercised under State kw ! 
It has been again and again decided by the Supreme Gourt of the United States 
that acts of GouCTess which have attempted to vest executive fowera iaihe judi- 
cial courts or judges of the United States are not warranted bv the Gonstita- 
tion. If Gongress cannot dothe a judge with merely executive duties, how can 
they clothe an officer or soldier of the army vriih judici€U duties over citizens of 
the United States who are not in the military or naval service 1 So, too, it has 
been repeatedly decided that Gongress cannot require a State officer, executive 
or judicial, to perform any duty enjoined upon him by a law of the United 
States. How, then, can Gongress confer power upon an executive officer of the 
United States to p^orm such duties in a State f If Gongress could not veet 
in a judge of one of these States any judicial authority under the United States 
by direct enactment, how can it accomplish the same thing indirectly, by re- 
moving the State judge and putting an officer of the United States iu his place? 

To me these considerations are conclusive of the unconstitutionality of this 

Sart of the bill now before me, and 1 earnestly commend their consideration to the 
eliberate judgment of Gongress. 

Within a period less than a year the legislation of Gongress baa attempted to- 
strip the executive department of the government of some of its essential 

Sowers. The Gonstitution, and the oath provided in it, devolve upon thePresi- 
ent the power and duty to see that the laws are faithfully executed. The 
Gonstitution, in order to cany out this power, gives him the choice of the agents, 
and makes them subject to his control and supervision. But in the execution of 
these laws the constitutional obligation upon the President remains, but the 
power to exercise that constitutional duty is effectually taken away. The mil- 
itary commander is, as to the power of appointment, made to take the place of 
the President, and the General of the army the place of the Senate; and any 
attempt on the part of the President to assert his own constitutional power maj, 
under pretence of law, be met by official insubordination. It is to be feared 
that these military officers, looking to the authority given by these laws rather 
than to the letter of the Gonstitution, will recognize no authority but the com- 
mander of the district and the Greneral of the army. 

If there were no other objection than this to this proposed legislation, it 
would be sufficient. Whilst I hold the chief executive authority of the. United 
States, whilst the obligation rests upon me to see that all the laws are faith- 
fully executed, I can never willingly surrender that trust or the powers given 
for its execution. I can never give my assent to be made responsible for the 
faithful execution of laws, and at the same time surrender that trust and the 
powers which accompany it to any other executive officer, high or low, or to 
any number of executive officers. If this executive trust, vested by the Con- 
stitution in the President, is to be taken from him and vested in a subordinate 
officer, the responsibility will be with Gongress in clothing the subordinate with 
unconstitutional power, and with the officer who assumes its exercise. 

This interference with the constitutional authority of the executive department 
is an evil that will inevitably sap the foundations of our federal system ; bat it 
is not the worst evil of this legislation. It is a great public wrong to take from 
the President powers conferred on him alone by the Gonstitution; but the 
wrong is more flagrant and more dangerous when the powers so taken from the 
President are conferred upon subordinate executive officers, and especially upon 
military officers. Over nearly one-third of the States of the Union militaiy 
power, regulated by no fixed law, rules supreme. Each one of the five district 
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commanden, though not chosen by the people or reeponBible to them, exercises 
at this hour more executive power, muitaiy and civil, than the people have 
ever been willing to confer upon the head of the executive department, thonsh 
chosen bj and responsible to themselves. The remedy must come horn the 
people themselves. They know what it is, and how it is to be applied. At 
the present time they cannot, according to the forms of the Constitution, repeal 
these laws ; they cannot remove or control this military despotism. The remedy 
is nevertheless in their hands ; it is to be found in the ballot, and is a sure one, 
if not controlled by fraud, overawed by arbitrary power, or, from apathy on their 
part, too long delayed. With abiding confidence in their patriotism, wisdom, 
and integrity, I am still hopeful of the future, and that in the end the rod of 
despotism will be broken, the armed heel of power lifted from the necks of the 
people, and the principles of a violated Constitution preserved.

to said acts of Congress and their interpretation is embraced or given in saia 
pablication," and also requesting that ** a true copy of the full and complete 
record or minute of such proceedings, conclusions, and determinations in regard 
to the interpretation of said reconstruction acts" be furnished to the House. 

In compliance with the request of the House of Representatives I have to 
state that the publication to which the resolution refers was made by proper 
authority, and that it comprises the proceedings in cabinet relating to the acts 
of Congress mentioned in the inquiry, upon which, after taking the opinions of 
the heads of the several executive departments of the government, I had an- 
nounced my own conclusions. Other questions arising from these acts have 
been under consideration, upon which, uowever, no final conclusion has been 
reached. No publication in reference to them has, therefore, been authorized by 
me ; but should it at any time be deemed proper and advantageous to the inter- 
ests of the country to make public those or any other proceedings of the cabinet, 
authority for their promulgation will be given by the President. 

A correct copy of the record of the proceedings published in the National 
Intelligencer and other newspapers on the 21st ultimo is herewith transmitted, 
together with a copy of the instructions based upon the conclusions of the 
President and cabinet and sent to the commanders of the several military dis- 
tricts created by act of Congress of March 2, 1567.

ders retrenchment in public expenditures not only a virtue but a necessity on 
the part of Congress : 

Be it therefore resolved. That no committee of the House shall be authorized 
hereafter to send for persons and papers, to examipe witnesses, or to travel at 
the public expense, without the further order of the House be first had and 
obtained. 

Mr. Spalding moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table ; which latter motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Windora gave notice, under the rule, of his intention to move for leave to 
introduce a bill to amend the 5th section of an act entitled "An act supplemen- 
tary to an act entitled * An act to provide for the more efficient government of 
the rebel States,' passed March 2, 1867, and to facilitate reconstruction," passed 
March 23, 1807, by striking out the words "at least one-half of all the registered 
voters voting upon the question of such ratification."

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Navy be directed to inform this house 
whether Louis M. Goldsborough was, while a midshipman in the navy, appointed 
to an acting lieutenancy therein ; and if so, when, where, and by whom he was 
BO appointed, and how long he served in that capacity ; and whether he received 
a lieutenant's pay during the period of his acting lieutenancy ; and whe^iier, 
when he was so appointed, there was on board the same vessel with him any 
midshipman the date of whose appointment or warrant as such was junior to his, 
bat whose period of actual service was longer than said Goldsborough 's had 
then been ; and whether, when the question of said Goldsborough's right to be 
retained on the active list of the navy as rear-admiral was submitted to the 
President and cabinet, as stated in the letter of said Secretary to said Golds- 
borough, dated June 18, 1867, and heretofore communicated to this house, the

convicted of the crime of forging or criminally altering papers, accounts, or other 
documents, or of the crime of perjury ; and that such list be accompanied by a 
particular statement in each case of the reasons or grounds of the pardon, with 
a disclosure of the names of the persons, if any, who recommended or advised 
the same. 

Mr. Pike submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be directed to inquire 
into the expediency of equalizing taxation, in part as follows : first, taxing the 
bonds of the United States one per cent, per annum, the tax to be assessed and 
collected by the officers of the internal revenue department ; second, by author- 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to issue bonds subject to State and muni- 
cipal taxation, and not subject to congressional taxation, and exchangeable for

Mr. Spalding, by unanimous consent, introduced a bill (H. R. 180) granting 
registers to the bark Thermutis and schooners Etowah and Wirrilite, of Cleve- 
land, Ohio ; which was read a first and second time and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Commerce. 

Mr. Thomas Williams, by unanimous consent, introduced a bill (H. R. 181) 
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supplementarj to an act entitled *'An act to declare the sense of an act to restrict 
the jurisdiction of the Court of Claims, and to provide for the payment of certain 
demands for quartermasters' stores and subsistence supplies furnished to the 
army of the United States ;'' which was read a first and second time and referred 
to the Committee on the Judiciary. 

Mr. Julian submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered,

Resolved, That the Committee on Public Lands be instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of so amending the homestead law of 1862 as to prohibit the 
further sale of the public lands of the United States, except upon conditions 
requiring their settlement and improvement.

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of so modifying existing laws as to impose a tax on distil- 
leries according to their several manufacturing capacities, in lieu of the present 
taxation per gallon on distilled liquors, and that they have leave to report at 
any time by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. IngersoU submitted the following resolution; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be, and is hereby, instructed 
to inquire into the expediency of reducing the military establishment of the 
United States to the loweet possible number consistent with the present demands 
of the public service.

their appointment, and the amount of money paid to such agents or attorneys, 
or agreed to be paid, and out of what fund paid, and by authority of what law; 
and if any of such agents have been before employed as cotton agents in tlie 
south; and if so, the names of such agents. Second, if a settlement has been 
made with the firm of Fraser, Trenholm & Co.; and if so, on what terms; and 
to furnish copies of all correspondence and agreements in regard to such settle- 
ments. 

Mr. Washburn moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table ; which latter motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr* Paine, on leave, introduced a bill (H. R. 183) to amend "An act to pro- 
vide internal revenue to support the government, to pay interest on the public 
debt, and for other purposes," approved June 30, 1864 ; which was read a first 
and second time and referred to the Committee of Ways and Means. 

Mr. Cobb submitted the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved by the House of Representatives, (the Senate concurring,) That the 
Joint 2;re]ect Committee on Retrenchment be, and they arc hereby, instructed to

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be requested to inform the House what 
proceedings have been had by his department under the seventh section of "An 
act making appropriations for the support of the army for the year ending June 
30, 1868, and for other purposes,'* approved March 2, 1867, and whether addi- 
tional payment has been refused to any California or Nevada volunteers dis- 
charged in New Mexico, Arizona, or Utah ; and if so, the reason for such refusal.

Mr. ]\Iiller, on leave, introduced a bill (H. R. 185) granting pensions to 
soldiers of the war of 1812 with Great Britain; which was read a first and 
second time, referred to the Committee on Revolutionary Pensions, and ordertd 
to be printed.

By Mr. Getz : Six memorials signed by citizens of Pennsylvania, remonstrat- 
ing against the passage of any law by Congress which will interfere with the 
regulation of right of suffrage in that State by the people thereof, and extend 
the right to vote to persons of color in violation of provisions of the Consti- 
tution of the United States; which was referred to the Committee on the 
Judiciary. 

Mr. Nunn gave notice under the rule of hia intention to move for leave to 
introduce a bill for the repeal of the tax on cotton. 
On motion of Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne, 

Ordered, That when the House adjourns, it adjourn until Saturday next. 

On motion of Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne, the rules having been suspended 
for that purpose. 

Ordered, That the House will transact no business on Saturday next, except 
to take a recess until Monday morning. 

By unanimous consent, indefinite leave of absence was granted to Mr. Hill 
and Mr. Halsey. 

The Speaker, by unanimous consent, laid before the House communications 
as follows, viz : 

I. A letter from the Clerk of the House of Representatives, and accompany- 
ing papers, in regard to his presentation to the Secretary of State, for promulga- 
tion, of the act supplementary to the reconstruction act, and the joint resolution 
to carry into effect the several acts providing for the more efficient government 
of tlie rebel States; which was laid on the table and ordered to be printed.

On motion of Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne, the niles were suspended so as to 
enable him to occupy twenty minutes more, and also to allow Mr. Eldridge 
twenty minutes in reply.

the bonds of the government should be given in any future system funding said 
ibonds.

Mr. Henry D. Washburn moved the previous questipn. 

Pending which, 

On motion of Mr. Ellihu B. Washbume, 

Ordered, That the motion to reconsider be laid on the table. 

By unanimous consent, a joint resolution and bill of the Senate of the follow- 
ing titles were taken from the Speaker's table, read a first and second time, and 
referred to the Committee for the District of Columbia, viz : 

S. Res. 57. Joint resolution relative to lighting the streets of Washington 
city, District of Columbia. 

S. 143. An act to change the name of Samuel Chase Barney, jr., to that of 
Samuel Chase De Krafft. 

Mr. Eliihu B. Washbarne moved a reconsideration of the vote on the refer- 
ence of the said joint resolution, (S. Res. 57,) and also moved that the motion to 
reconsider be laid on the table; which latter motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Covode, by unanimous consent, introduced a bill (H. R. 186) to extend 
an act entitled "An act for the relief of certain drafted men," approved Febru- 
ary 28, 18G7; which was read a first and second time and referred to the Com- 
mittee on Military Afiairs. 

On motion of Mr. Ellihu B. Washbume, by unanimous consent. 

Ordered, That certified copies of the papers in the case of Thomas Foster be 
furnished the said claimant. 

On motion of Mr. James M. Ashley, the House resolved itself into the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House on the state of the Union ; and after some time 
spent therein the Speaker resumed the chair, and Mr. Dawes reported that the 
committee having, according to order, had the state of the Union generally 
under consideration, and particularly the bill of the House (H. R. 89) relative 
to the reduction of the currency, had come to no resolution thereon. 

Mr. Laflin, from the Committee on Printing, reported the following resolu- 
tion; which was read, considered, and agreed to, viz: 

Resolved, That 8,000 extra copies of the majority and minority reports of the 
Committee on the Judiciary on the subject of impeachment be printed for the 
use of the House. 

Mr. Laflin moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table : which latter motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Schenck, by unanimous consent, introduced a bill (H. R. 187) making 
provision for widows and heirs of officers of the navy, and establishing naval 
life insurance ; which was read a first and second time, referred to the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs, and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Shanks, by unanimous consent, submitted the following resolution ; which 
was read, considered, and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be, and it is hereby, in- 
structed to examine into the expediency of providing by law for furnishing, 
through t^e Pension Bureau, all necessary artificial limbs and other supports at 
the expense of the government to all soldiers and seamen, from time to time, 
while needed during their natural lives, who are now or may be disabled from 
the effects of wounds received or diseases incurred while in the service of the 
United States. 

Mr. Mallory, by unanimous consent, introduced a bill (H. R. 188) to establish 
a uniform time for iiolding elections for representatives and delegates to the 
Congress of the United States ; which was read a first and second time and 
referred to the Committee of Elections. 

On motion of Mr. Julian, by unanimous consent, the Committee on Expendi- 
tures in the Navy Department were discharged from the further consideration 
of the petition of mechanics and employes in the Washington navy yard, praying 
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an increase of compensation and amendment of the law regalating the same, and 
the same was referred to the Committee on Education and Labor. 

And then, 

On motion of Mr. Ingersoll, at 3 o'clock and 50 minutes p. m., the House ad- 
journed.

Alexander H. Bailey, a member elect from the State of New York, in the 
place of RoBcoe Conkling, resigned, appeared, and having taken the oath 
required by the Constitution of the United States and the act of July 2, 1862, 
took his seat in the House.

The Speaker, by unanimous consent, laid before the House copies of the acts 
passed at the last session of the legislature of New Mexico ; which were referred 
to the Committee on the Territories. 

Mr. Blaine, by unanimous consent, submitted the following resolution ; which 
was read, considered, and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committiee on Banking and Currency be instructed to 
inquire into the expediency of so changing the law in respect to the taxation of 
national bank stock as to permit the stock owned in the State where the bank 
is located to be assessed and paid in the city or town where the stockholder 
resides. 

Mr. Paine, by unanimous consent, submitted the following preamble and 
resolution ; which were read, considered, and agreed to, viz : 

Whereas it is provided in the first article of the Constitution of the United 
States that " no money shall be drawn from the treasury except in consequence 
of appropriations made by law,'' and in the second section thereof, that the 
President ** shall have power, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
to make treaties ;" and whereas the President has, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, made a treaty with the Emperor of Russia, by the terms 
of which the Russian government undertakes to cede certain territory to the 
United States, and the government of the United States undertakes to pay 
therefor from the treasury the sum of $7,200,000 in gold : Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary be instructed to consider and 
report whether, under the Constitution of the United States and the law of 
nations. Congress has the right to grant or refuse, at its discretion, an appro- 
priation for the payment stipulated in said treaty. 

Mr. Eggleston, by unanimous consent, presented resolutions of the city coun- 
cil of Cincinnati, in regard to the finances, and a resolution of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Cincinnati, recommending a repeal of the cotton tax ; which were 
referred to the Committee of Ways and Means. 

Mr. Mungen, by unanimous consent, submitted the following preamble and 
resolution; which were read and referred to the Committee of Ways and 
Means, viz : 

Whereas there is at present a very heavy contract, involving an outlay on 
the part of the government of hundreds of thousands, and perhaps millions of 
dollars, for the manufacture of meters to be attached to stills for the avowed p^^ 
pose of measuring the quantity of spirits distilled, so as to get the correct basis 
for taxation ; and whereas this house has no definite knowledge of the practical 
working and utility of such meters, nor whether they are so constructed that 
frauds on the revenue cannot be perpetrated through their instrumentality ; nor 
does this huuse know whether meters that cost 81,500 might not be furnished 
at 8100, if they are found to be of any value at all : Therefore, 
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Be it resolved hylhe House of Representatives of the United States, That the 
Secretary of the Treasury be required to Buepend at once all further action 
under and in execution of the aforesaid contract, until such time as this house 
can inquire into the facts connected with this subject. 

Mr. Ma3*nard, by unanimous consent, presented a joint resolution of the leg- 
islature of the State of Tennessee in favor of the repeal or modification of the 
tax on cotton and tobacco ; which was referred to the Committee of Ways and 
Means and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne, by unanimous consent, submitted the following 
resolution ; which was read, considered and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the following standing committees of the House be authorized 
to employ clerks during the session of the fortieth Congress at the rate of four 
dollars per day while actually employed : Accounts, Naval Affairs, Military 
Affairs, Public Lands, Foreign Affairs, Post Office and Post Roads, District of 
Columbia, Territories, Commerce, and Indian Affairs. 

Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered, and 
also moved that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table; which latter 
motion was agreed to. 

Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne, by unanimous consent, submitted the following 
resolution; which was read, considered, and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Secretary of the Treasury be directed to communicate to 
this house the whole number of vessels of all descriptions, their names, tonnage^ 
&c., in the revenue service of the United States ; where employed ; the entire cost 
of maintaining such vessels for the year ending September 30. 1867 ; the number 
and names of the revenue cutters sold within the last two years, and for what 
amount ; the number and names of all the officers employed in the said revenue 
cutters, and whether any vessels in the said re^'enue service can be dispensed 
with without prejudice to the public interest. 

The Speaker then proceeded, as the regular order of business, to call the 
States and Territories for bills on leave,

Bills and joint resolutions were introduced, read a first and second time, and 
referred as follows, viz :

By Mr. Eggleston : A bill (H. R. 192) declaring the city of Cincinnati, State 
of Ohio, a port of entry, to the Committee on Commerce. 

By Mr. Nunn : A bill (H. R. 193) for the repeal of the tax on cotton, to the 
Committee of Ways and Means. 

By Mr. Hunter: A bill (H. R. 194) to provide for the taxing of all that 
species of currency known as greenbacks, compound interest notes, and national 
currency, by the various States and Territories of the United States, as other 
personal property therein is taxed, and for other purposes, to the Committee on 
Banking and Currency. 
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Also, a bill (K. H. 195) to provide peneions for certain officers and poldiers 
of the United States who served in the war of 1812, in the Mexican war, and 
in the Indian wars^ up to and including the Black Hawk war, and for other 
purposes, to the Committee on Revolutionary Pensions.

Resolved, That the Committee on the Judiciary be instructed to inquire into 
the expediency of providing by law for the holding of two terms annually of the 
district court of the United States for the State of Indiana at the city of New 
Albany, in said State, and to report by bill or otherwise. 

• Mr. Coburn submitted the following resolution; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Invalid Pensions be instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of providing by law for bounties in land to be given to the 
soldiers of the Union in the late war of the rebellion, and report by bill or other- 
wise. 

Mr. Maynard submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Banking and Currency consider the pro- 
priety and expediency of requiring the national banking associations on and after 
the first day of May, 1868, to redeem their circulation in coin. 

Mr. Gravely submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of reducing the internal revenue tax on manufactured 
tobacco, and provide by law for the collection of such reduced tax by requiring 
the manufacturer to place revenue stamps, properly cancelled, on the boxes or 
packages containing the same, and report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Garfield, on leave, introduced a bill (H. R. 201) relating to officers of 
the army dismissed or cashiered by sentence of a general court-martial ; which 
was read a first and second time, referred to the Committee on Military Affairs, 
and ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Mungen submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee on Military Affairs be instructed to inquire 
into what relief, if any, is necessary for Samuel II. Moore, late a private of com- 
pany H, fifty-seventh Ohio veteran volunteer infantry, and that they report by 
bill or otherwise. 

Mr. James M. Ashley, on leave, introduced a joint resolution (H. Res. 9S) 
proposing an amendment to the Constitution of the United States ; which was 
read a first and second time, referred to the Committee on the Judiciary, and 
ordered to be printed. 

Mr. Welker submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and » greed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of so amending the revenue law as to abolish the special 
hcenses now required to be paid, and report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Brooks submitted the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That in the opinion of this house the contraction of the currency, 
$4,000,000 per month, authorized by law. but subject to the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, ought, during the present depressed condition of the 
commerce, manufactures, and trade of the country, to cease. 

The same having been read, 

Mr. Brooks moved the previous question, and the House refused to second 
the same. 
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Debate then arising on the said resolution, it was laid over under the rule. 

Mr. Ela submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, and 
agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be instructed to inquire 
into the expediency of a new loan, payable after ten years, and redeemable after 
thirty years in coin, by the issue of bonds bearing five per cent, interest in coin, 
payable semi-annually, and taxable at the rate of one per cent., to be deducted 
from the interest when paid, the tax to be distributed to the several States in 
proportion to their representatives in Congress, in lieu of local taxation ; and 
also, of providing for a notice to holders of government obligations now or here- 
after to become due, that they may receive said bonds in exchange or payment, 
according to the tenor of their obligations, without interest after notice ; said 
notice to be given from time to time whenever the condition of the treasury will 
allow the redemption without increasing the floating obligations of the govern- 
ment beyond the amount now in circulation, and report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Banks submitted the following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That public policy and the national honor alike forbid the redemp- 
tion of the funded debt of the United States in a depreciated paper currency. 

The same having been read. 

Mr. Banks moved the previous question, and the House refused to second the 
same. 

And then, 

On motion of Mr. Banks, the said resolution was referred to the Committee of 
Ways and Means. 

Mr. Dawes submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to, viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Elections be authorized to continue the 
investigation heretofore authorized by the House into the truth of certain charges 
against honorable William H. Barnum, anything in the resolution of the 25th 
ultimo to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Mr. Dawes moved that the vote last taken be reconsidered and also moved 
that the motion to reconsider be laid on the table; which lalter motion was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Perham submitted the following resolution ; which was read, considered, 
and agreed to. viz : 

Resolved, That the Committee of Ways and Means be directed to inquire into 
the expediency of repealing so much of existing laws as imposes and fixes a 
tonnage duty on American vessels, and report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Ellihu B. Washburne, by unanimous consent, the Com- 
mittee on Invalid Pensions was included in the list of committees authorized by 
the resolution of the House of this day to employ clerks. 

The hour of 12 o'clock m., of December 2, having arrived, the Speaken in 
pursuance of the concurrent resolution of the two houses, declared the first 
session of the fortieth Congress adjourned without day. 
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STANDING RULES AND ORDERS 

FOR CONDUCTING BUSINESS IN 

THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE UNITED STATES 
During the \st session of the 40^A Congress, 



TOUCHING THE DUTY OP THE SPEAKER. 

1. He shall take the chair every day precisely at the hoyr to which the HouBe 
shall have adjourned on the preceding day; shall immediately call the members 
to order ; and, on the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the journal of the 
preceding day to be read. — April 7, 1789. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak to points of order in 
preference to other members, rising from his scat for that purpose ; and shall 
decide questions of order, subject to an appeal to the House by any two mem- 
bers — April 7, 1789 ; on which appeal no member shall speak more than once, 
unless by leave of the House. — December 23, 1811. 

3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. — April 7, 1789. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit : "As many as are of 
opinion that (as the question may be) say Ay;** and after the affirmative voice 
is expressed, "As many as are of the contrary opinion say No** If the Speaker 
doubt, or a division be called for, the House shall decide ; those in the affirma- 
tive of the question shall first rise from their seats, and afterwards those in the 
negative. If the Speaker still doubt, or a count «be required by at least one-fifth 
of a quorum of the members, the Speaker shall name two members, one from 
each side, to tell the members in the affirmative and negative ; which being re- 
ported, he shall rise and state the decision to the House. — March 16, 1860. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before it is read. He 
shall have a general direction of the hall, and the unappropriated rooms in that 
part of the Capitol assigned to the House shall be subject to his order and dis- 
posal, until the further order of the House. He shall have a right to name any 
member to perform the duties of the Chair, but such substitution shall not ex- 
tend beyond an adjournment. — December 23, 1811, and May 26, 1824. 

G. No person shall be permitted to pt^rform divine service in the chamber 
occupied by the House of Representatives, unless with the consent of the 
Speaker. — May 19, 1804. 

7. In all cases of ballot by the House the Speaker shall vote ; in other cases 
^e shall not be required to vote, unless the House be equally divided, or unless 
his vote, if given to the minority, will make the division equal; and in case of 
8uch equal division the question shall be \o^L^ April 7, J 789. 

8. All acts, addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed by the Speaker; 
and all writs, warrants, and subpoenas issued by order of the House shall bo 
under his hand and seal, attested by the i!>\tvk, — November 13, 1794. 
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9. In caso of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the galleries or lobby, 
the Speaker (or chairman of the Committee of the Whole House) shall have 
power to order the same to be cleared. — March 14, 1794. 

OF THE CLERK AND OTHER OFFICERS. 

10. There shall be elected, at the commencement of each Congress, to con- 
tinue in office until their successors are appointed, a Clerk, Sergeant-at-arms, 
Doorkeeper, and Postmaster, each of whom shall take an oath for Jthe true and 
faithful discharge of the duties of his office, to the best of his knowledge and 
abilities, and to keep the secrets of the House ; and the appointees of the Door- 
keeper and Postmaster shall be subject to the approval of the Speaker ; and, 
in all cases of election by the House of its officers, the vote shall be taken vita 
voce, — March 16, 1860. 

11. In all cases where other than members of the House may be eligible to 
an office by the election of the House, there shall be a previous nomination. — 
April 7. 1789. 

12. In all other cases of ballot than for committees, a majority of the votes 
given shall be necessary to an election ; and where there shall not be such a 
majority on the first ballot, the ballots shall be repeated Until a majority be 
obtained. — April 7, 1789. And in all ballotings blanks shall be rejected and 
not taken into the count in enumeration of votes or reported by the tellers. — 
September 15, 1837. 

13. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to make and cause to be printed, and 
delivered to each member, at the commencement of every session of Congress, 
a list of the reports which it is the duty of any officer or department of the gov- 
ernment to make to Congress ; referring to the act or resolution, and page of 
the volume of the laws or journal in which it may be contained ; and placing 
under the name of each officer the list of reports required of him to be made, 
and the time when the report may be expected. — March 13, 1822. 

14. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the House, at the end of each ses- 
sion, to send a printed copy of the journals thereof to the executive and to each 
branch of the legislature of every State. — November 13, 1794. 

15. All questions of order shall be noted by the Clerk, with the decision, and 
put together at the end of the journal of every session. — December 23, 1811. 

16. The Clerk shall, within thirty days after the close of each session of 
Congress, cause to be completed the printing and primary distribution, to mem- 
bers and delegates, of the Journal of the House, together with an accurate 
index to the same. — June 18, 1832. 

17. There shall be retained in the library of the Clerk's office, for the use of 
the members there, and not to be withdrawn therefrom, two copies of all the 
books and printed documents deposited in the library. — December 22, 1826. 

18. The Clerk shall have preserved for each member of the House an extra 
copy, i n good binding, of all the documents printed by order of either house at 
each future session of Congress. — February 9, 1831. 

19. The Clerk shall make a weekly statement of the resolutions and bills 
(Senate bills inclusive) upon the Speaker's table, accompanied with a brief 
reference to the orders and proceedings of the House upon each, and the date 
of such orders and proceedings ; which statement shall be printed for the use of 
the members. — April 21, 1836. 

20. The Clerk shall cause an index to be prepared to the acts passed at every 
session of Congress, and to be printed and bound with the acts. — July 4, 1832. 

21. AH contracts, bargains; or agreements, relative to the furnishing any 
matter or thing, or for the performance of any labor for the House of Represent- 
atives, shall be made with the Clerk, or approved by him, before any allowance 
shall be made therefor by the Committee on Accounts. — January 30, 1846. 
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22. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-at arms to attend the House during 
its sittings ; to aid in the enforcement of order, under the direction of the^Speaker ; 
to execute the commands of the House, from time to time, together with all 
such process, issued by authority thereof, as shall be directed to him by the 
Speaker.— ^;iri7 14, 1789. 

23. The symbol of his office (the mace) shall be borne by the Sergeant-at- 
arms when in the execution of his office. — April 14, 1789. 

24. The fees of the Sergeant-at-arms shall be, for everj' arrest, the sum of 
two dollars ; for each day's custody and releasement, one dollar ; and for 
travelling expenses for himself or a special messenger, going and returning, 
one-tenth of a dollar for each mile — April 14, 1789 — necessarily and actually 
travelled by such officer or other person in the execution of such precept or 
summons. — March 19, 1860. 

25. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant-atarms to keep the accounts for pay 
and mileage of members, to prepare checks, and, if required to do so, to draw 
the money on such checks for the members, (the same being previously signed 
by the Speaker and indorsed by the member,) and pay over the same to tho 
member entitled there to .-r-4/?riZ 4, 1838. 

26. The Sergeant-at-arms shall give bond, with surety, to the United States, 
in a sum not less than five nor more than ten thousand dollars, at the discreliim 
of the Speaker, and with such surety as the Speaker may approve, faithfully 
to account for the money coming into his hands for the pay of members. — 
April 4, 1838. 

27. The Doorkeeper shall execute strictly the 134th and 135th rules, relative 
to the privilege of the hall — March 1, 1838 — and he shall be required, at the 
commencement and close of each session of Congress, to take an inventory of 
all the furniture, books, and other public property in the several committee and 
other rooms under his charge, and shall report the same to the House ; which 
report shall be referred to the Committee on Accounts, who shall determine the 
amount for which he shall be held liable for missing articles. — March 2, 1865. 

28. The Postmaster shall superintend the post office kept in the Capitol for 
the accommodation of the members. — April 4, 1S38. 

OF THE MEMBERS. 

29. No member shall vote on any question in the event of which he is imme- 
diately and particularly interested, or in any case where he was not within the 
bar of the House when the question was put. — April 7, 1789. And when any 
member shall ask leave to vote, the Speaker shall propound to him the question, 
" Were you within the bar before the last name on the roll was called ?" and if 
he shall answer in the negative, the Speaker shall not further entertain the 
request of such member to vote : Provided, however, That any member who 
was absent by leave of the House may vote at any time before the result is 
announced. — March 2, 1865. 

30. Upon a division and count of the House on any question, no member 
without the bar shall be counted. — November 13, 1794. 

31. Every member who shall be in the House when the question is put shall 
give his vote unless the House shall excuse, him. — April 7, 1789. All motions 
to excuse a member from voting shall be made before the House divides, or 
before the call of the yeas and nays is commenced ; and the question shall then 
be taken without debate. — September 14, 1837. 

32. The name of the member who presents a petition or memorial, or who 
offers a resolution to the consideration of the House, shall be inserted on the 
journals. — March 22, 1806. 

33. No member shall absent himself from the service of the House unless he 
have leave, or be sick, or unable to attend. — April 13, 1789. 
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OF CALLS OF THE HOUSE. 

34. Any fifteen members (including the Speaker, if there be one) shall be 
authorized to compel the attendance of absent members. — April 17, 1789. 

35. Upon calls of the House, or in taking the yeas or nays on any question, 
the names of the members shall be called alphabetically. — April 7, 1789. 

36. Upon the call of the House, the names of the members shall be called 
over by the Clerk, and the absentees noted ; after which the names of the 
absentees shall again be called over ; the doors shall then be shut, and those for 
whom no excuse or insufficient excuses are niade may, by order of those present, 
if fifteen in number, be taken into custody as they appear, or may be sent for 
and taken into custody wherever to be found, by special messengers to be 
appointed for that purpose. — November 13, 1789, and December 14, 1795. 

37. When a member shall be discharged from custody, and admitted to his 
«eat, the House shall determine whether such discharge shall be with or without 
paying fees ; and in like manner whether a delinquent member, taken into cus- 
tody by a special messenger, shall or shall not be liable to defray the expense 
of such special messenger. — November 13, 1794. 

OF MOTIONS, THEIR PRECEDENCE, ETC. 

38. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated by the Speaker; 
or being in writing, it shall be handed to the Chair and read aloud by the Clerk, 
before debated. — April 7, 1789. 

39. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if the Speaker or any member 
desire it. — April 7, 1789. Every written motion made to the House shall be 
inserted on the journals, with the name of the member making it, unless it be 
withdrawn on the same day on which it was submitted. — March 26, 1806. 

40. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or read by the Clerk, it shall be 
deemed to be in the possession of the House ; but may be withdrawn at any 
time before a decision or amendment. — April 7, 1789. 

41. When any motion or proposition is made, the question, ''Will the House 
now consider it T' shall not be put unless it is demanded by some member, or 
is deemed necessary by the Speaker. — December 12, 1817. 

42. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be received but to 
adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit or amend, to postpone indefinitely; which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they are arranged — March 13, 1822— 
and no motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to postpone indefi- 
nitely, being decided, shall be again allowed on the same day, and at the same 
stage of the bill or proposition. 

43. When a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made to refer any subject, 
and different committees shall be proposed, the question shall be taken in the 
following order : 

The Committee of the Whole House on the state of the Union ; the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House; a Standing Committee; a Select Committee. — 
March 13, 1822. 

44. A motion to adjourn, and a motion to fix the day to which the House 
shall adjourn, shall be always in order — April 7, 17S9, and January 14, 1840; 
these motions, and the motions to lie on the table, shall be decided without 
debate.— Nove^nber 13, 1795; March 13, 1822. 

45. The hour at which every motion to adjourn is made shall be entered on 
the journal. — October 9, 1837. 

46. Any member may call for the division of a question, before or after the 
main question is ordered, which shall be divided if it comprehend propositions 
in substance so distinct that, one being taken away, a substantive proposition 
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remain for the decision of the ^^wrie ^ September 15, 1S^7. A motioa 
to str.ke out and insert shall be deemed indivis^iblp. — Dfcember 23, 1811 ; but 
a motion to strikeout beino^ lost, s lall preclude neither amendment nor a motiou 
to strike out and insert. — Mirrh 13, 18';^2. 

47. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure of the House. — 
April 7, 1789. 

48. No motion or proposition on a subject different from that under consid- 
eraiion shall be admitted under color of amendment — Murrk 13, 1822. Xo 
bill or re:<olution shall, at any time, be ajncMiled by annexing thereto, or incor- 
porating therewith, any other bill or resolution pending before the House. — 
Septemher 15, 1837. 

49. When a motion has been once made, and carried in the affirmative or 
negative, it shall be in order for any member of the majority to move for the 
reconsideration thereof — January 1^ 1802 — n\ the samj or succeeding day — 
December 23, 1811 ; and such motion shall take precedence of ail other ques- 
tions, except a motion to adj mm — M'ty 6, 1828 — and shall not be withdrawn 
after the said succeeding day without the consent of the House; and thereafter 
any member may call it up for consideration. — March 2. 184S. 

50. In filling up blanks, the largest sum and longest time shall be first put — 
April 7, 1789. 

ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 

51. As soon as the journal is read, and the unfinished business in which the 
House was engaged at the last preceding aflj»)urnment has been disposed of, re- 
ports from committees shall be called for and disposed of; in doing which the 
Speaker shall call upon each standing committee in regular order, and then 
npon select committees; and if the Speakm* shall not get tiirough the call upon 
the committees before the House passes to other business, he shall resume the 
next call where he left off — Siptrmher 15 1837 — giving pieference to the re- 
port last under consideration : Provided, That whenever any committee shall 
have occupied the morning hour on two days, it shall not be in order for such 
committee to report further until the other committees shall* have been called in 
their turn. — December 7, 1857. 

b2. Reports from committees having been presented and disposed of, the 
Speaker shall call for resolutions from tlie miimbers of each Stite and delegate 
from each Territory, beginning with Maine and the Territory last orgf»uized 
alternately ; and they shall not be debated on I he very day of their being pre- 
sented, nor on any day assigned by the Hon^e for the rec^^ipt of resolutions, 
unless where the House shall direct otherwise, but shall lie on the table, to be 
taken up in the order in which they we're presented ; and if on any day the 
whole of the States and Territories shall not be called, the Speaker shall begin 
on the next day where he left off the previous day : Provided, Tiiat no member 
shall offer more than one resolution, or one series <if resolutions, all relating to 
the same subject, until all the States and Territories shall have been called.^ 
January 14, 1829. 

53. A proposition requesting information from the President of the United 
States, or directing it to be furnished by the head of either of the executive 
departments, or by the Postmaster General, shall lie on the tible one diy for 
consideration, unless otherwise ordered by the unanimous consent of the Hou^e — 
December 13, 1820; and all such pDpositions shall be taken up for considera- 
tion in the order they were presented, immediately after reports are callnl for 
from select committees; and when adopted, the Clerk shall cause the sime to 
l)e Mivered.— January 22, 1822. 

54. After one hour shall have been d«^voted to reports frojn committees and 
resolutions, it shall be in order, pending the consideration or discussion thereof. 
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to entertain a motion tbat tbe House do now proceed to dispose of the buisiQeBS 
on the Speaker's table, and to the oiders of the day — January 5, 1832 ; wbich 
being decided in tbe affirmative, the Speaker shall dispose of the business on 
his table in tbe following order, viz : 

Ist Messages and other Executive communications. 

2d. Messages from tbe Senate, and amendments proposed by the Senate to 
bilN of tbe House. 

3d. Bills and resolutions from tbe Senate on their first and second reading, 
that they be referred to committees and put under way ; but if, on being read 
a second time, no motion being made to commit, they are to be ordered to their 
third reading, unless objection be made; in wbich case, if not otherwise ordered 
by a majority of tbe House, they are to be laid on tbe table in the general file 
of bills on the Speaker's table, to be taken up in tbeir turn. 

4ib. Engrossed bills and bills from tlie Senate on tbeir third reading. 

5th. Bills of the Houpe and from the Senate, on tbe Speaker's table, on 
tbeir engrosBment, or on being ordered to a third reading, to be taken up aud 
considered in the order of time in which tbey passed to a second reading. 

Tbe messages, communications, and bills on his table having been dispAsed 
of, the Speaker shall then proceed to call the orders of the day. — Septembfr 
14, 1837. 

55. Tbe business specified in the 54th and 130th rules shall be done at no 
other part of tbe day, except by permis-ion of the iiouse. — December 23, 1811. 

56. Tbe consideration of tbe unfinished business in which the House may be 
engaged at an adjournment shall be resumed as soon as the journal of the next 
day is read, and at the same time each day thereafter until disposed of; and if, 
from any cause, other business shall intervene, it shall be resumed as soon as 
snch other business is disposed of. And the consideration of all other unfinished 
butiiness shall be resumed whenever tbe class of business to which it beluugs 
shall be in otder under tbe rules. — March IG, 1860. 

OF DECORUM AND DEBATE. 

57. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to 
the House, he sliall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to '* Mr. 
Speaker" — April 7, 1789 — ai d shall confine himself to the question under de- 
bate, and avoid personality. — December 23, 1811. 

58. Members may address tbe House or committee from the Clerk's desk, or 
from a place near the Speaker's chair. 

59. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the Speaker shall 
name tbe member who is first to speak. — April 7, 1789. 

60. No member shall occupy more than ope hour in debate on any ques- 
tion in tbe House, or in committee; but a member reporting tbe mea^orj 
under consideration from a committee may open and close the debate: Pro- 
vided, Tbat where debate is closed by order of the House, any member 
shall be allowed, in committee, five minutes to explain any amendment he 
may offer — Dei ember 18, 1847 — after wbich any member who shall first ob- 
tain the floor shall be allowed to speak five minutes in opposition to it, aDd 
there shall be no further debate on the amendment; but tbe same privilege 
of debate shall be allowed in i'avor of and against any amendment that may 
be offered to tbe amendment ; and neither the amendment nor an amendment 
to tbe amendment shall be withdrawn by tbe mover thereof, unless by the 
unanimous consent of the committee — August 14, 1850 : Provided further, 
Tbat the House may, by tbe vote of a majority of tbe members present, at any 
time after tbe five minutes' debate has taken place upon proposed amendments 
to any section or paragraph of a bill, close all debate upon such section or para- 
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grapli, or, at their electioD, upon the pendiDg ameridmenta only. — March 19, 
1860. 

61. If any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the rulf»a of the 
Hon^e. the Speaker shall, or any member may, call to order; in which case, 
the member i^o called to order sball itnmediately nit down, unlfss permitted to 
explain ; and the House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case, but wirhout 
debate. If there be no appeal, the decision of the (Jhair shall be submitted to ; 
if the decision be in favor of the member called to order, he shall b« at liberty 
to proceed ; if othtTiofse, he shall not be permitted to proceed, in case any mem- 
ber ohjf'c*, iciihoiAt leave of the Htme ; and if tho case require it, he nliall be 
liable to the censure of the House. — April 7, 1789, and March 13, IS 22. 

62. If a member be called to order for words spoken in debate, the person 
calling him to ordtr shall repeat the words excepted to, and they shall be taken 
down in writing at the Clerk's table; and no member shall be held to answer, 
or be subject to the censure of the House, for words 'spoken in debate, if any 
other member has 8^>oken, or other but<ine£«s has intervened, after the words 
spoken, and before exception to ihem shall have been taken. — September 14, 
1837. 

63. No member shall speak more than once to the same question without 
leave of the House — April 7, 1789 — unless he be the mover, proposer, or intro- 
dneer of the matter pending ; in which case he shall be permitted to sp^ak in 
reply, but not until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. — Jan- 
uary 14, 1«40. 

64. if a que.'^tion depending be lost by adjournment of the House, and revived 
on the succeeding day, no member who shall have spoken on the preceding day 
shall be permitted again to speak without leave. — April 7, 1789. 

65. Wh le the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing the House, 
Done shall walk out of or across the House ; nor in such case, or when a mem- 
ber is speaking, shall entertain private discourses ; nor, while a membt^r is 
speaking, sball pass between him and the Chair — April 7, 1789. Every 
member shall remain uncovered during the session of the )3,o\x^%.'^ September 
14, 1837. No member or other person shall visit or remain by the Clerk's table 
while the ayes and noes are calling or ballots are counting. — September 14. 
18?7. 

66. All questions relating to the priority of business to be acted on shall be< 
decided without debate. — February 21, 1803, 

OF COMMITTEES, 

67. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless otherwise 
specially directed by the House, in which case they shall be appointed by ballot; 
and if upon such ballot the number required shall not be elected by a m ijority. 
of the votes ^iven, the House shall proceed to a second ballot, in which a plur 
raliiy of votes t»hall prevail ; and in case a greater number than is required to. 
compose or complete a committee shall have an equal number of votes, the 
House nhall proceed to a further ballot or ballots. — January 13, 1790. 

68. The first named member of any committee shall be the chairman ; and 
in his absence, or being excused by the House, the next named member, and 
BO on, as often as the case shall happen, unless the committee, by a majority of 
their number, elect a chairman. — December 28, 1805. 

69. Any member may excuse himself from serving on any committee at the 
time of his appointment, if he is then a member of two other committees. — 
AprU 13, 1789. 

70. It shall \ e the duty of a committee to meet on the call of any two of its 
members, >f the chairman be absent, or decline to appoint such meeting. — De- 
cember 20, 1805. 
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71. The several standing committees of the House shall have leave to report 
by bill or otherwise. — March 13, 1822. 

72. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House without special 
leave. — Korember 13, 1794. 

73. No committee shall be permitted to employ a clerk at the public expense 
without first obtaining leave of the House for that purpose. — December 14, 1838.

86. Tt shall be the duty of the Committee on Private Land Claims to take 
into ci>nsid<M*ation all claim?* to land which may be referred to them, or shall or 
may come in question; and to report their opinion thereupon, togelh<*r with pujh 
propositions for relief therein as to them shall seem expedient — April 29, 1816. 

87. It nhall be the duty of the Committee on Military Affairs to take into 
consideration all subjects relating: to the mili ary establishment and public de- 
fences which may be referred to them by the House, and to report their opinion 
thereupon ; and also to report, from time to time, such measures as may con- 
tribute to economy and accountability in the said establishment. — March 13, 
1822 

88. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Militia to take into consid- 
eration and report on all suhj*»cts connected with the or^anizin^, arming, and 
disciplining the militia of the United States. — December 10, lb35. 

89 1 1 shall be the duty of the Committee on Naval Affairs to take into con- 
sideration all matters which concern the naval establishment, and which shall 
be referred to ihem by the House, and to report their opinion thereupon ; and also 
to report, from time to time, such measures as may contribute to econt»my and 
accoiintabil ty in the said establishment. — March 13, 1812. 

90 It shall be the duty of the Committee on Foreign Affairs to take into 
consideration all matters which concern the relations of the United .'^tates with 
foreign nations, and which shall be referred to them by the House, and to report 
their opinion on the same. — March 13, 182^. 

91. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Territoriea to examine into 
the legislative, civil, and criminal proceedings of the Territories, and to devise 
and report to the House such means as, in their opinion, may be necessary to 
secure the rights and privileges of residents and non-residents. — Decembtr 13, 
1820. 

92. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Revolutionary Pensions to take 
into consideration all such matters respecting pensions for services in the Kevo- 
lutionary war, other than invalid pensitms, as shall be referred to them by the 
House. — January 10, 1831. 

93. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Invalid Pensions to take into 
consideration all such matters respecting invalid pensions aa shall be referred to 
them by the House. — January 10, 1831. 

94. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Roads and Canals to take into 
consideration all such petitions and matters or things relating to roads and 
visuals, and the improvement of the navigation of rivers, as shall be presented, 
or may come in question, and be referred to them by the House ; and to report 
thereupon, together with such propositions relative thereto as to them shall seem 
expedient. — December 15, 1831. 

95. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Patents to consider all subjects 
relating to patents which may be referred to them, and report their opinion 
thereon, together with such propositions relative thereto as may seem to them 
expedient — December 15, 1837. 

96. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Public Buildings and Grounds 
to consider all subjects relating to the public edifices and grounds within the 
city of Washington which may be referred to them ; and report their opinion 
thereon, together with such propositions relating thereto as may seem to them 
expedient —jS^y?<^mAer 15, 1837. 

97. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Revisal and Unfinished Busi- 
ness to examine and report what laws have expired, or are near expiring, and 
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require to be revived or further continued ; also to examine and report, from 
the Journal of the last se8f>ion. all such matters as were then depending and 
undetermined. — December 14, 1795. 

98. It shall be he duty of the Committee on Accounts to superintend and 
control the expenditures of the contingent fund of the House of Rf^presenta- 
tWea^ December J 7, 1805; also to audit and settle all accounts which may be 
charp;ed thereon. — December 23, 1811. 

99. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Mileao^e to ascertain and report 
the distance to the Sergeant-at-arms for wh ch each member shall receive pay. — 
September 15, 1837. 

J 00. There shall be referred by the Clerk to the members of the Committee 
on Printing on the part of the House all drawings, maps, charts, or other papers 
which may at any time come before the House for engraving, lithographing, or 
puhlii^hing in any way ; which committee shall report to the Houne whether the 
same ought, in their opinion, to be published ; and if the Hous^e order the pub- 
lication of the same, that said committee shall direct the ttize and manner of 
execurioj of all such maps, charts, drawings, or other papers, and contract by 
agreement, in wiiting, for all such engraving, lithographing, printing, drawing/ 
and coloring as may be ordered by the House; which agreement, in writing, 
sball be furnished by said committee to the Committee on Accounts, to govern 
said committee in all allowances for such works ; and it shall be in order for 
aaid committee to report at all times. — March 16, 1844. 

101. It shall be in order for the Committee on Enrolled Bills — March 13, 
1822 — and the Committee on Printing to report at any time. — March 16. 1860. 

102. Seven additional standing committees shall be appointed at the com- 
mencement of the first ses'sion in each Congress, whose duties shall continue 
until the first session of the ensuing Congress — March 30, 1816— 

To consist of five members each, 

1. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Department of State ; 

2. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Treasury Department ; 

3. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Department of War; 

4. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Department of the Navy ; 

5. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Post Office ; 

6. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Public Buildings; and 

7. A committee on so much of the public accounts and expenditures as relates 
to the Interior Department. 

103. It shall be the duty of the said committees to examine into the state of 
the accounts and expenditui^es respectively submitted to tliem, and to inquire 
and report particularly — 

Whether the expenditures of the respective departments are justified by law ; 

Whether the claims from time to time satisfied and discharged by the respect- 
ive departments are supported by sufficient vouchers, establishing their justness 
both as to their character and amount ; 

Whether such claims have been discharged out of funds appropriated there- 
for, and whether all moneys have been disbursed in conformity with appropria- 
tion laws ; and 

Whether any, and what, provisions are necessary to be adopted to provide 
niore perfectly for the proper application of the public moneys, and to secure 
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the government from demands unjust in their character or extravagant in their 
amount. 

And it shall be, moreover, the duty of the said committees to report, from 
time to time, whether any, and what, retrenchment can be made in the expend- 
itures of the several departments without detriment to the public service; 
whether any, and what, abur'es at any time exi^t in the failure to enforce the 
payment of moneys which may be due to the United States from public de- 
faulters or others ; and to report, from time to time, such provisions and arrange- 
ments as may be necessary to add to the economy of the several deparimenta 
and the accountability of their officers. — March 30, 1816 

It shall be the duty of the several comm ttees on public expenditures to 
inquire whether any oflScers belonging to the branches or departments respect- 
ively, concerning whose expenditures it is their duty to inquire, have become 
useless or unnecessary ; and to report, from time to time, on the expediency of 
modifying or abolishing the same ; also, to examine- into the pay and emoln- 
ments of all oflScers under the laws of the United States ; and to report, from 
time to time, such a reduction or increase thereof as a just economy and the 
public service may require. — Fthruary 19, 18H. 

OF COMMITTEES OF THE WHOLE. 

104. The House may at any time, by a vote of the majority of the members 
present, suspend the rules and orders for the purpose of going into the Com- 
mittee of the Whole House on the state of the Union ; and also for providing 
for the discharge of the Committee of the Whole House and the Committee of 
the Whole House on the state of the Union — January 25, 1848 — from the fur- 
ther consideration of any hill referred to it, afier acting without debate on all 
amendments pending and that may be offered. — March 11, 1844. 

105. In forming a Committee of the Whole House, the Speaker shall leave 
his chair, and a chairman, to pre^ide in committee, shall be appointed by the 
Speaker— i47/7z7 7, 1789. 

106. Whenever the Commi tee of the Whole on the state of the Union, or 
the Committee of the Whole House, finds itself without a quorum, the chair- 
man thall cause the roll of the House to be called, and thereupon the committee 
shall rise, and the chairman shwll rt port the names of the absentees to the 
House, which shall be entered ou the journal. — December 18, 1847. 

107. Upon bills committed to a Commiitee of the Whole House, the bill 
shall be first read throughout by the Clerk, and then again read and debated 
by clauses, leaving the preamble to be laf*t considered ; the body of the bill 
shall ];ot be defaced or interlined ; but all amendments, noting the page and 
line, shall be duly entered by the Clerk on a separate paper, as the same shall 
be agreed to by the committee, and so reported to the House. After report, 
the bill shall again be subji ct to be debated and amended by clauses before a 
question to engross it be taken. — April 17, 1789. 

108. All amendments made to an original motion in committee shall be in- 
corporated with the motion and so leported. — April 7, 1789. 

109. All amendments made to a report committed to a Committee of the Whole 
House shall be noted, and reported, as in the case of bills.— ^^tV 7, 1789. 

110. No motion or proposition for a tax or charge upon the people shall be 
discussed the day on which it is made or offered, and every such proposition 
shall receive its first discussion in a Committee of the W'hole House. — Noccm- 
htr 13, 1794. 

111. No sum or quantum of tax or duty, voted by a Committee of the Whole 
House, shall be increased in the House until the motion or proposition for such 
increase shall be fiist discussed and voted in a Committee of the Whole Houae, 
and so in respect to the time of its continuance. — November 13, 1794. 
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112. AH proceedings toncliing appropriations of money sliall be first discussed 
in a Committee of the Whole House. — Xovember 13, 1794. 

113. The rules and proceedings in the House shall be observed in n Com- 
mittee of the Whole Hout»e, so far as they may be applicable, except the rule 
limiting the time of speaking — April 7, 1789 ; but no member shall speak twice 
to any quedti<m until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. — 
December IS, 1805. 

114. In Committee of the Whole on the state of the Union, the bills shall 
be taken up and disposed of in their order on the calendar ;. but when objection 
is made to the consideration of a bill, a majority of the committee shall decide, 
without debate, whether it shall b(* taken up and disposed of, or laid aside; pro- 
vided, that general appropriation bills, and, in time of war, bills for rait*ing men 
or mon<'y, and bills concerning a treaty of peace, shall be preferred to all other 
bills, at the discretion of the committee ; and, when demanded by any memlier, 
the question shall first be put in regard to them — My 27, 1848; and all debate 
ou special orders shall be confined strictly to the measure under cousideraliim. — 
March 16, 1860. 

OF BILLS. 

115. Every bill shall be introduced on the report of a committee, or by motion 
for leave. In the latter case, at least one day's notice shall be given of the 
motion in the House, or by tiling a memorandum thereof wit)i the Clerk, and 
having it entered on the journal ; and the motion shall be made, and the bill 
introduced, if leave is given, when resolutions are called for ; such motion, or 
the bill when introduced, may be committed. — April 8, 1789 ; Stpfembtr 15, 
1837 ; and March 2, 1838. 

116. Every bill phall receive three several readings in the House previous to 
its passage ; and bills shall be despatched in order as they were introduced, 
unless where the House shall direct otherwise ; but no bill shall be twice read 
on the same day without special order of the House. — April 7, 1789. 

117. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if opposition be 
made to it, the question shall be, " Shall this bill be rejected V* If no opposi- 
tion be made, or if the question to reject be negatived, the bill shall go to its 
second reading without a question. — April 7, 1789. 

118. Upon the second reading of a bill, the Speaker shall state it as ready 
for commitment or engrost^ment ; and if committed, then a question shall be 
whether to a select- or standing committee, or to a Committee of the Whole 
Hou:»e ; if to a Committee of the Whole House, the House shall determine on 
what daj' — November 13, 1794; if no motion be made to commit, the question 
shall be stated on its engrossment ; and if it be not ordered to be engrosj^ed on 
the day of its being reported, it shall be placed on the general tile on the 
Speaker's table, to be taken up in order. — September 14, 1837. But if the bill 
be ordered to be engrossed, the House shall appoint the day when it shall be 
read the third time. — Nm^ember 13, 1794. 

119. General appropriation bills shall be in order in preference to any other 
hills of a public nature, unless otherwise ordered by a majority of the House. — 
September 14, 1837. And the House may, at any time, by a vote of a majority 
of the members present, make any of the general appropriation bills a special 
order.— 3/arcA 16, 1860. 

120. No appropriation shall be reported in such general appropriation bills, 
or be in order as an amendment thereto, for any expenditure not previously au- 
thorized by law — September 14, 1837 — unless in continuation of appropriations 
for such public works and objects as are already in progress, and for the con- 
tingencies for carrying on the several depai tments of the government. — March 
13, 1838. 
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121. Upon the engrossment of any bill making appropriations of money for 
works of internal imp ovemf^nt of any kind or description, it shall be in the 
power of any member to call for a division of the question, so as to take a 
separate vote of the House upon each item of improvement or appropriation con- 
tained in said bill, or upon such items separately, and othprs collectively, as 
the members making the call may specify ; and if one fifth of the members preiient 
second said call, it shall be the duty of the Speaker to make such divisions of 
the question, and put them to vote accordingly — February 26, 1846. 

122. The bilh from the Court of Claims shall, on being laid before the House, 
be read a first and second time, committed to a Committee of the Whole Bouse, 
and, together with the accompanying reports, printed. — March J 6, 1860. 

1-23. A motion to strike our the enacting words of a bill shall have precedence 
of a motion to amend ; and, if carried, shall be considered equivalent to its re- 
jection, — March 13, 1822. Whenever a bill is reported from a Committee of 
the Whole wi h a recommendation to strike out the enacting words, and such 
recommendation is disagreed to by the House, the bill shall stand recommitted 
to the said committee without further action by the House. — March 16, 1860. 

124. After commitment and report thereof to the House, or at any time before 
its passage, a bill may be recommitted — April 7, 1789 ; and should such re- 
commitmojit take place after its engrossment, and an amendment be reported 
and agreed to by the House, the question shall be again put on the engrossment 
of the hWl^March 16. 1860. 

125. All bills ordered to be engrossed shall be executed in a fair round hand.— 
Apt ill, 1789. 

126. No amrndment by way of rider shall be received to any bill on its third 
reading — Aprils, 1814. 

127. Wiien a bill shall pass, it shall be certified by the Clerk, noting the day 
of its passage at the foot thereof. — April! ^ 1789. 

LOCAL OB PRIVATE BUSINESS. 

1 23. Friday and Saturday in every week shall be set apart for the consid- 
eration of private bills and private business, in preference to any other, unless 
otherwise determined by a majority of the House. — January 22, 1810, and 
January 26, 1826. 

129. On the first and fourth Friday and Saturday of each month the calendar 
of private bills shall be called over, (the chairman of the Committee of the 
Whole House commencing the call where he left off the previous day,) and the 
bills to the passage of which no objection shall then be made shall be first con- 
sidered and disposed ot— January 25, 1839. But when a bill is again reached, 
after having been once objected to, the committee shall consider and dispose of 
the same, unless it shall again be objected to by at least fivH members. — March 
16, 1860. 

OF BILLS ON LEAVE AND RESOLUTIONS. 

130. All the States and Territories shall be called for bills on leave and 
resolutions every Monday during each session of Congress ; and, if necessary 
to secure the object on said days, all resolutions which shall give rise to 
debate shall lie over for discussion, under the rules of the House already 
established; and the whole of said day shall be appropriated to bilU on 
leave and resolutions, until all the States and Territories are called through. — 
February 6, 1838. And the Speaker shall first call the States and Territories 
for bills on leave ; and all bills so introduced during the first hour afler the 
journal is read shall be referred, without debate, to their appropriate committees: 
Provided^ however^ That a bill so introduced and referred shall not be brought 
back into the House upon a motion to reconsider — March 16, 1860 ; and on said 
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call, joint n eolations of State and territorial legislatures, for printing and reference, 
may be introduced. — January 11, 1867. 

OF PETITIONS AND MEMORIALS. 

131. Members baving petitions and memorials to present may band them to 
the Clerk, indorsing the same with their namet^, and the reference or disposition 
to be made thereof; and such petitions and memorials shall be entered on the 
Journal, subject to the control and direction of the Speaker; and if any petition 
or memorial be so handed in, which, in the judgment of the Speaker, is excluded 
by t' e rules, the same shall be returned to the member from whom it was received. 
—March 29, 1842. 

OF THE PREVIOUS QUESTION. 

132. The previous question shall be in this form; "Shall the main question 
be now put?" — April 7, 1789. It shall only be admitted when demanded by a 
majority of the^ members present — February 24, 1812; and its effects shall be 
to put an end to all debate, and to bring the Mouse to a direct vote upon a motion 
to commit, if such motion shall have been made ; and if this motion does not 
prevail, then upon amendments reported by the committee, if any ; then — Au- 
gust 5, 1848 — npou pending amendments, and then upon the main que.-ttion. — 
January 14. 1840. But its only effiict, if a motion to postpone is pending, shall 
be to bring the House to a vote upon such motion. Whenever the House shall 
refuse to order the main question, the consideration of the subject shall be 
resumed as though no motion for the previous question had been made. The 
Uou^e may also, at any time, on motion seconded by a majority of the members 
present, close all debate upon a pending amendment, or an amendment thereto, 
and cause the question to be put thereon ; and this shall not preclude any further 
amendment or debate upon the bill. A call of the House shall not be in order 
after the previous question is seconded, unless it shall appear, upon an actual count 
by the Speaker, that no quorum is present. — March 16, 1860. 

133. On a previous question there shall be no debate. — December 17, 1805. 
All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is made for the previous 
question, and pending such motion, shall be decided, whether on appeal or other- 
wise, without debate. — September 15, 1837. 

OP ADMISSION ON THE FLOOR. 

134. No person except members of the Senate, their Secretary, heads of 
departments, the President's private secretary, foreign ministers, the governor 
for the time being of any State, senators and representatives elect, judges of the 
Supreme Court of the United States and of the Court of Claims, and such per- 
sons as have by name received the thanks of Congress, shall be admitted within 
the hall of the House of Representatives — March \5, 1867 — or any of the room* 
upon the same floor and opening into the same. — March 2, 1865 : Provided, That 
ex- members of Congress, who are not interested in any claim pending before 
CoDgnss, and shall so register themselves, may also be admitted within the hall 
of the House; and no persons, except those herein specified, shall at any time 
be admitted to the floor of the House. — March 15, 1867. 

OF REPORTERS. 

135. Stenographers and reporters, other than the official reporters of the 
House, wishing to take down the debates, may be admitted by the Speaker to 
the reporters* gallery over the Speaker's chair, but not on the floor of the House ; 
but no person shall be allowed the privilege of said gallery under the character 
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of a Ptenographer or reporter without a written permission of the Speaker, 
Bpecifying the part of said gallery assigned to him ; nor shall said stenoj^rapher 
or reporter be admitted to said gallery unless he shall state in writing for what 
paper or papers he is employed to report; nor shall he be so admitted, or, if ad- 
mitted, be suffered to retain his seat, if he shall be or become an agent to prose- 
cute any claim pending before Congress ; and the Speaker shall give his written 
pei mission with this condition. — December 23, 1857. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS OF THE SESSION. 

136. After six days from the commencement of a second or subsequent 
session of any Congress, all bills, resolutions, and reports which originated 
in the House, and at the close of the next preceding session remained uudeter- 
mined, shall be resumed and acted on in the same manner as if an adjournment had 
not taken place. — March 17, 1848. ^ And all business before committees of the 
House at the end of one session shall be resumed at the commencement of the 
next ses.^ion of the same Congress as if no adjournment had taken place. — 
March 16, 1860. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

137. Whenever confidential communications are received from the President 
of the United States, the House shall be cleared of all persons except the mem- 
bers. Clerk, Sergcant-atarms, and Doorkeeper, and so continue during the 
reading of such communications, and (unless otherwise directed by the House) 
during all debates and proceedings to be had thereon. And when the Speaker, 
or any other member, shall inform the House that he has communications to 
make which he conceives ought to be kept secret, the House shall in like mabner 
be cleared till the communication be made ; the House shall then determine 
whether the matter communicated requires secrecy or not, and take order accord- 
ingly.— F<7>r«<7ri( 17, 1792, and December 30, 1793. 

138. The rule for paying witnesses summoned to appear before this house, 
or either of its committees, shall be as fidlows : For each day a witness shall 
attend, the sum of two dollars ; for each mile he shall travel in coming to or 
going from the place of examination, the sum of ten cents each way ; but noth- 
ing shall be paid for travelling home when the witness has been summoned at 
the place of trial. — June 5, 1832. 

139. Maps accompanying documents shall not be printed, under the general 
order to print, without the special direction of the House. — March 2, 1837; 
Septrmber II, 1837. 

140. No extra compensation shall be allowed to any officer or messenger, 
page, laborer, or other person in the service of the House or engaged in or 
about the public grounds or buildings ; and no person shall be an officer of the 
House, or continue in its employment, wlio shall be an agent for the prosecution 
of any claim against the government, or be interested in such claim otherwise 
than an original claimant ; and it shall be the duty of the Committee of Ac- 
counts to inquire into and report to the House any violation of this rule.— 
I^larch 8. 1842. 

141. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is objected to 
by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of the House. — November 13, 
1794. 

142. When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall not be acted 
upon again during the session. — December 17, 1805. 

143. livery order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence of the Senate 
shall be necessary, shall be read to the House, and laid on the table, on a day 
preceding that in which the same shall be moved, unless the House shall other- 
wise expressly allow. — AprU 7, 1789. 
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144. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised in Jefferson's Mannal 
ghall govern the Honse in all cases to which they are applicable, and in which 
they are not inconsistent with the standing rnles and orders of the Iloune, and 
joiut rules of the Senate and House of Representatives. — Sptemher 15, 1837. 

145. No standing rule or order of the 'House shall be rescinded or changed 
without one day's notice being given of the motion therefor — Noremhrr 13, 
1794; nor shall any rule be suspended, except by a vote of at least twn-thirds 
of the members present — March 13, 1822; nor shall the order of business, as 
established by the rules, be postponed or changed, except by a V(;t:» of at least 
two-thirds of the members present; nor shall the Speaker entertain a motion to 
suspend the rules, except during the last ten days of the session, and on Mon- 
dny of every week at the expiration of one hour after the journal is read — 
April 26, 1828 — unless the call of States and Territories for bills on leave and 
resolutions has been earlier concluded, when the Speaker may entertain a mo- 
tion to suspend the rules. — June 8, 1864. 

146. All elections of officers of the House, including the Speaker, shall be 
conducted' in accordance with these rules, so far as the same are applicable ; 
and, pending the election of a Speaker, the Clerk shall preserve ordi?r and de- 
corum, and shall decide all questions of order that may aiise, subject to appeal 
to the House. — Mcnch 19, 1860. 

147. These rules shall be the rules of the House of Representatives of the 
present and succeeding Congresses, unless otherwise ordered. — March 19, 1860. 

148. An additional standing committee shall be appointed at the commence- 
ment of each Congress, whose duties shall continue until the first session of the 
ensuing Congress, to consist of seven members, to be entitled a Committee on 
Coiuage, Weights, and Measures ; and to this committee shall be referred all 
bill8,.resolutions, and communications to the House upon that subject. — January 
21, 1864. and March 2, 1867. 

149. The names of members not voiing on any call of the ayes and noes shall 
le recorded in the journal immediately after those voting in the affirmative and 
negative, and the same record shall be made in the Congressional Globe. — June 
8, 1864. 

150. It shall be the duty of the Committee on the Pacific Railroad to take 
into consideration all such petitions and matters or things relative to railroads 
or telegraph lines between the Mississippi valley and the Pacific coast as shall 
be presented or may come in question, and be referred to them by the House, 
and to report their opinion thereon, together with such propositions relative 
thereto as to them shall seem expedient. — March 2, 1865. 

151. It shall be the duty of the Committee of Ways and Means to take into 
consideration all reports of the Treasury Department, and such other proposi- 
tions relative to raising revenue and providing ways and means for the support 
of the government as shall be presented or shall come in question, and be 
referred to them by the House, and to report their opinion thereon by bill or 
otherwise, as to them shall seem expedient; and said committee shall have leave 
to report for commitment at any time. — March 2, 1865. 

152. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Banking and Currency to take 
into consideration all piopositions relative to banking and the currency that 
shall be presented or shall come in question, and be referred to them by the 
House, and to report thereon by bill or otherwise, — March 2, 1865. 

153. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Mines and Mining to consider 
all subjects relating to mines and mining that may be referred to them, and to 
report their opinion thereon, together with such propositions relative thereto as 
may seem to them expedient. — December 19, 1865.

caucus meetings of the members, or upon occasi>»nB where the House may, by 
resolution, agrte to take part in any ceremonies to be observed therein. — Jan- 
uary 31, 1866. 

156. There shall be appointed at the commenccm''nt of each Congress a 
standing Committee on Freed men's Affairs, to consist of nine members, whose 
duty it shall be to take charge of all matters concerning freedmeu, which shall 
be referred to them by the House. — December 4, 1866. 

157. When an act shall be approved by the Piesident, the uRual number of 
copies shall be printed for the use of the House. — March 15, 1867. 

158. Messages from the iSenate and the President of the Unit<'d States, giv- 
ing notice of bills passed or appro ved» shall be reported forthwith from the Clerk's 
desk.— 3/a/cA 15, 1867. 

159. Estimates of appropriations and all other communications from the ex- 
ecutive departments, intended for the consideration of any of the committees of 
the House, shall be addressed to the Speaker and by him submitted to the 
House for reference.-*- Afarc/* 15, 1867. 

160. There shall be appointed at each Conofress a Committee on Education 
and Labor, to consist of nine members, to whom shall be referred all petitions, 
bills, reports, and resolutions on those subjects, and who shall from time to time 
report thereon. — March 21, 1867. 
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JOINT RULES AND ORDERS 

OF 

THE TWO HOUSES. 



1. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to in one house and dis- 
sented to in the other, if either house sha'l request a conference, and appoint a 
committee for that purpose, and the other house shall also appoint a committee 
to confer, such committees ^hall, at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon bj 
their chairman, meet in the conference chamber, and state to each other, ver- 
bally or in writing, as either shall choot^e, the reasons of their respective houses 
tor and against the amendment, and confer freely thereon. — Norember 13« 1794. 

2. When a messuage shall be sent from the Senate to the Uou.<«e of Rcpre- 
Bentatives, it nhali be announced at the door of the House by the Doorkeeper, 
and shall be respec fully communicated to the Chair by the person by whom 
it may be sent. — November 13, 1794. 

3. The same cerem<my shall be ob-^erved when a messenger shall be sent from 
the House of Representatives to the Senate. — Xorember 13, 1794. 

4. Messages shall be sent by such persons as a sense of propriety in each 
house may determine to be proper. — November 13, 1794. 

5. While bills are on their passage between the two houses they shall be on 
paper, and under the signature of the Secretary or Clerk of each house, respect- 
ively.— A'buwiti^r 13, 1794. 

6. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall be duly enrolled on 
parchment by the Clerk of the House of Representatives or the Secretary of 
the Senate, as the bill may have originated in the one or the other house, before it 
shall be presented to tiie President of the United States. — November 13, 1794. 

7. When bills are enrolled, they shall be examined by a joint committee of 
two from the Senate and two from the House of Representatives, appointed as 
a standing committee for that purpose, who shall carefully compare the enrol- 
ment with the engrossed bills as passed in the two houses, and, correcting any 
errors that may be discovered in the enrolled bills, make their report f 'rihwiih 
to their respective houses. — November 13, 1794, and February 1, 1827. 

8 After examination and report, each bill shall be signed in the reppective 
houses, first by the Speaker of the House of Representatives, then by the Presi- 
dent of the Senate. — November 13, 1794. 

9. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each house it shall be presented 
by the said committee to the President of the United States for his approbation, 
(it being first indorsed on the back of the roll, certifying in which house the 
same originated ; which indorsement shall be signed by the Secretary or Clerk, 
as the case may be, of the house in which the same did originate,) and r^hall be 
entered on the journal of each house. Th§ saivi committee shall report the day 
of presentation to the President ; which time shall also be carefully entered on 
the journal of each House. — November 13, 1794. 

10. All orders, resolutions, and votes which are to be presented to the Presi- 
dent of the United States for his approbation shall also, in the same manner, be 
previously enrolled, examined, and signed; and shall be presented in the same 
manner, and by the same committee, as provided in the cases of bills. — Novem- 
ber 13, 1794. 
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11. When the Senate and Hou^e of Representatives shall judge it proper to 
make a joint address to the President, it shall be presented to him in his audi- 
ence chamber by the President of the Senate in the presence of the Speaker 
and both houses. — November 13, 1794. 

12. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed in one house is rejected 
in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the house in which the same shall 
bav«» paused, — June 10, 1790. 

13. When a bill or resolution which has been passed in one house shall be 
rejected in the other, it shall not be brought in during the same session without 
a notice of ten days and leave of two-thirds of that house in which it shall be 
renewed — June 10, 17y0. 

14. Kach house shall transmit to the other all papers on which any bill or 
resolution shall be founded. — June 10, 1790. 

15. Afier each house shall have adhered to their disagreement, a bill or reso- 
lution shall be lost. — June 10, 1790. 

16. No bill that shall have passed one house shall be sent for concurrence to 
the other on either of the three last days of the sessions. — Jantuiry 30, 1S22. 

17. No bill or resolution that shall have passed the House of Representatives 
and the Senate shall be presented to the President of the United States for his 
approbation on the last day of the session. — January 30, 1822. 

18. When bills which have passed one bouse are ordered to be printed in the 
other, a greater number of copies sliall not be printed than may be necessary for 
the use of the house making the order. — February 9, 1829. 

19. No spirituous or malt liquors, or wines, shall be offered for sale, exhibited, 
or kept within the Capitol, or in any room or building connected therewith, or 
on the public grounds adjacent thereto.' And it shall be the duty of the Ser- 
geants-at-arms of the two houses, under the supervision of the presiding officers 
thereof, respectively, to enforce the foregoing provisions. And any officer or 
employe of either house who shall in any manner violate or connive at the 
violation of this rule shall be dismissed from office. — March 18, 1867. 

20. There shall be a joint committee on the library, to consist of three mem- 
bers on the part of the Senate and three on the part of the House of Represent- 
atives, to superintend and direct the expenditure of ail moneys appropriated 
for the library, and to perform such other duties as are or may be directed by 
law. — Decetnbcr 7, 1843. 

21. After six days from the commencement of a second or subsequent session 
of Congress, all bills, resolutions, or reports which oi iginated in either house, 
and at the close of the next preceding session remained undetermined in either 
house, shall be resumed and acted on in the same manner as if an adjourameut 
had not taken place. — August 14, 1848. 

22. The two houses shall assemble in the hall of the House of Representa- 
tives at the hour of one o'clock p. m. on the second Wednesday in February 
next succeeding the meeting of the electors of President and Vice-President of 
the United J^tates, and the President of the Senate shall be their presiding 
officer ; one teller shall be appointed on the part of the Senate, and two on the 
part of the House of Representatives, to whom shall be handed, as they are 
opened by the President of the Senate, the certificates of the electoral votes; 
and said tellers having read the same in the presence and hearing of the two 
houses thus assembled, shall make a list of the votes as they shall appear from 
the said certificates ; and the votes having been counted, the result of the same 
shall be delivered to the President of the Senate, who shall thereupon announce 
the state of the vote and the names of the persons, if any elected, which an- 
nouncement shall be deemed a sufficient declaration of the persons elected Pres- 
ident and Vice-President of the United States, and, together with a list of the 
votes, be entered on the Journals of the two houses. 

If, upon the reading of any such certificate by the tellers, any question shall 
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arise in regard to counting the votes therein certified, the same having heen 
stated hy the presiding officer, the Senate shall thereupon withdraw, and said 
question shall be submitted to that body for its decision; and the Speaker of 
the House of Representatit'es shall, in like manner, submit such question to the 
House of Representatives for its decision. And no question shall be decided 
affirmatively, and no vote objected to shall be counted, except by the concur- 
rent votes of the two houses; which being obtained, the two houses shall imme- 
diately reassemble, and the oresiding officer shall then announce the decision of 
the question submitted; ana upon any such question there shall be no debate 
in either bouse. And any other question pertinent to the object for which the 
two housed are assembled may be submitted and determined in like manner. 

At such joint meeting of the two houses seats shall be provided as follows : 
For the President of the Senate, the ** Speaker's chair;*' for the Speaker, a chair 
immediately upon his left ; for the senators, in the body of the hall upon the 
right of the presiding officer ; for the representatives, in the body of the hall 
not occupied by the senators; for the tellers. Secretary of the Senate, and Clerk 
of the House of Representatives, at the Clerk's desk ; for the other officers of 
the two houBes, in front of the Clerk's desk and upon either side of the Speaker's 
platform. 

Such joint meeting shall not be dissolved until the electoral votes are all 
counted and the result declared ; and no recess shall be taken, unless a question 
shall have arisen in regard to counting any of such votes, in which case it shall 
be competent for either house, acting separately in the manner herein before 
provided, to direct a recess not beyond the next day, at the hour of one o'clock 
p. m. — February 6, 1865.

Resolved^ (the Senate concurringi) That when the two houses of Congress 
shall adjourn on the — day of July instant, the adjournment shall he to 
Wednesday, the 16th of October next, at noon, and the two houses shall then 
reassemble without further order. 

Mr. Spalding submitted the following amendment, in the nature of a substi- 
tate for the original resolution, viz : 

Strike out all after the word " Resolved," and insert : 

That the President of the Senate and the Speaker of the House are hereby 
directed, upon the adjournment of their respective houses j to adjourn the same to 
the 16/A day of October t 1867, at 12 o* clock m., when the roll of each house 
ih^dl be called, and immediately thereafter the presiding officer of each house 
thxdl cause the presiding officer of the other to be informed whether or not a 
quorum of its body has appeared, and thereupon if a quorum of the two houses, 
respectively, shall not have appeared upon such call of the roll, the President if 
the Senate and the Speaker of the House of Representatives shall immediately 
adjourn their respective houses without day. 

The same being read, 

Mr. Schenck made the point of order that the said amendment was out of 
order because it proposes to deprive less than a quorum of its constitutional 
privilege to adjourn from day to day and compel the attendance of absent mem- 
bers. 

The Speaker overruled the said point of order on the following grounds, viz : 

1. The adoption of the resolution, under which the two houses are now reas- 
sembled, which is precisely similar in its terms, sanctioned the principle of this 
amendment and established a precedent for it. 

2. The exercise of the power claimed for less than a quorum being, under the 
Constitution, restricted to ** such manner" and ** such penalties" as each house 
may provide, therefore, less than a quorum could not set aside the manner of 
proceeding provided for by a quorum. 

3. The recognition of such an absolute power would enable less than a quorum, 
at almost any session after a time of final adjournment has been fixed, and when 
no quorum is present, to continue the session against the declared wishes of a 
quorum of the two houses. 

From which decision of the Chair, Mr. Schenck appealed. 
And the question being put. Shall the decision of the Chair stand as the judg* 
xnent of the House ?
